THE BLACK SEA. - 


j Its Waters So Badly Poisoned That 
Life ts Practically Impossible. 

' Few persons, probably, other than 
those engaged in the pursuit of scl- 
ence, are nware that the Black sea 
presents an interest of its own to the 
zoologist and the geologist shared by 
no other part of the ocean at the pres- 
ent day. ier ‘ 

Throughout the greater part of the 
ocean the bottom Is the dwelling place 
of a number of creatures whose busl- 
ness it is to consume the bodies of, the 
members,of the surface fauna which 
after death sink to the bottom. In the 
Black sea, however, says the Iield, ow- 
ing to special geological events, such |e 
tscayengors are totally wantlug over 
the greater part of the bottom, so that 
the carcasses of the creatures which 
fail from above are Icft to decompose, 
which they- specdily do at the com- 
paratively liigh temperature of the 
water. See , 

By. thelr decomposition two soluble 
compounds, carbonate of ammonia and 
sulphureted hydrogen, are developed 
{n enormous quantities, while no free 
lime, except such as is introduced from 
the Mediterranean, is left. The yol- 
ume of sulpbureted hydrogen is so 
great as to polson the water from 
the greatest depth (1,227 fathoms) to 
within about a hundred fathoms of the 
surface to such a degree that life, ex- 
cept for a few bacteria, is absolutely 
impossible. 

The circumstance has a double inter- 
est—first, that it Js'absolutely unique 
at the present day, nnd, secondly, that 
it scems to offer an almost exact paral- 
Iel to the state of affairs thet existed 
at the inconceivably remote epoch 
when the oldest known sedimentary 
rocks were Inid down as mud on ‘the 
ancient sea bottom.

FACTS, ABOUT SALT. 


How the Waters of the Ocean Get 
~ Their Saline Properties. 

How did the sea besome say? Hare 
you bad that question yet In your 
physical geography class? Whether 
you have or not. perhaps you might 
be Interested in a little talk about it 
and about a few other things connect- 
ed with salt. 

The salts of the sea are sodium 
chloride “(comnion” salt), magnesium, 
potassium and «calcium, all minerals, 
of course, which are carried to it by 
the rivers and other streams. These 
minerals are washed out of the rocks 
of the carth and reach the sea In a 
state of solution. The water of the 
sea is belns constantly evapornted by 
the sun’s beat, and it comes back to 
the land as rain, snow, hail or s!ect, 
but the salt does not come with it 
The sea therefore is all the time get- 
ting more salt. but so gradually that 
we do not notice It. - 

It has been estimated that if all the 
ralt of the sea were crystallized and 
spread out over the continent of North 
America it would cover it with a lay- 
er atleast half a mile thick. 

As salt may be obtained by eraporat- 
ing sea water, you may wonder why ft 
is not gencrally tised for that purpose. 
In some parts of the world it is so 
used for obtaining all the salt the peo- 
ple need, but a better quality is ob- 
tained from riines of rock salt and 
from salt springs. 

There are only two states fn this 
country, the editor believes, where rock 
salt fs found—Loulsiana an: Virzinia— 
but there are salt sprinzs In many of 
the states. Salt is obtaincd from them 
by boiling the water, when the lquid 
passes off as a vapor, leaving the salt 
asacrrstal. Very quick boiling makes 
the fine salt that we use on our tables: 
slow boiling makes coarse salt.—Chi- 
cago News. 


No Imitation Opal. 

. It Is sald that all the precious stones 
have been counterfelted. with more or 
less success, except the opal. That 
stone never has been and perhaps nev- 
or will be connterfelted. for the reason 
that It is made up of innumerable 
facets so held together by cohesion as 
to refract the light like a prism. It is 
this quality that produces the well 
known iridescent effect. A few artif- 
clal opals have been obtained in the 
laboratory, but they seem to have been 
accidental, as repetitions of the experi- 
ment have not succeeded.

Murder of a Squaw. —

Tragedy of Western Canadian Wilds 
~—Indian Chief and Medicine Man 
Arrested for Murder—Choked Wo- 
man to Death by Slowly Tightened 
Rope—The Executioners Honored— 
Fed by Victim's Parents. 


Ottawa, “Aug. 2.—Joseph and Jack 
Fidler,the chief and medicine man of 
the Sandy Lake Crees, are under ar- 
rest at Norway House, about 200 milea 
from ‘Kenora. They will be tried for 
the murder of a squaw. ’ 

It is a case of a savage tribal cus- 
tom. The woman became ill last 
spring and grew delirious. These In- 
dians hold that when a person dies 
delirious an evil spirit, one Wendigo, 
escapes from the body to the weeds, 
frightens away. the game, and a fa- 
mine ensues. The band. according to 
custom appointed their chief and 
medicine man to choke the sick 
squaw, so that the spirit might not 
escape with the breath, but remain 
secure in the dead body. 

Before the whole band the chief 
and the medicine man did the deed. 
A rope about the squaw’s neck was 
tightened by the two leaders of the 
band until the ravings of the woman 
were stopped and il spirit was 
imprisoned and the game preserved. 

The Fidlers asked the officials not 
to be too severe with them, as they 
had no idea that they were doing 
wrong. They were merely doing their 
duty by the band and followed the 
custom of their fathers. The execu- 
tion of this dpty was a high honor, 
and, according to custom, the execu- 
tioners were handsomely fed by the 
parents of the victim. 

The authoritics here are ‘trying to 
décide whether it will be easier to 
send a judge to Norway House to try 
the case, or have the prisoners and 
witneases sent. to Edmonton for trial.

icr, Aug. £—On the pretext 
that they were displeased with the 
harbor works, three tribes raided 
Casablanca, one of the chief seaports 
of Morocco, and massacred the na- 
tive guards and five Frenchmen, two 
Spaniards and one Italian. The other 
Europeans in the city, together. with 
a number of Jews, took refuge on a 
Gerinan ship, which has arrived here. 

A report from the French’ charge 
d'affaires here shows that the slaugh- 
ter of Europeans in Casablanca was 
cn outcome of a holy war preached 
by the Arabs for the extermination of 
Europeans. 

On Tuesday morning the natives be- 
gan their attack by stoning a Euro- 
pean and as the man tried to fice he 
was surrounded and hacked to pieces. 
This was the signal for a gencral at- 
tack. , 

As soon asthe danger became 
known the French and Spanish resi- 
dents rushed to their respective con- 
sulates for protection. 

M. D’Euville, the: French consul, 
demanded that the pasha provide an 
escort for the recovery of the bodies 
of those killed. The pasha pleaded 
at first that he had no cartridges, but 
upon further representations he fin- 

yy, supplied an escort. 

n the meantime, while the Jews 
and Christians were aking: refuge on 
board the German ship, the Mussel- 
mens began to attack the laborers 
employed: upon the harbor works. 
They fired on the shore boasts and 
killed several men whose bodies sub- 
sequently were burned. One woman 
who tried to swim off to a ship was 
shot down. 

It is feared that Casablanca will 
be invaded by twenty thousand Arabs 


to-day. . 

The Pasha of Casablanca ‘will an- 
swer with his head to the French 
Government for the general security 
of the city. This is the ultimatum 
which the French cruiser Galilee, due 
to reach Casablanca today is con- 
veying. The French cruiser Forbin 
now at the Azores, also has been or- 
dered to proceed to Casablanca iim- 
mediately. 

London, Aug. 2.—The morning pa- 
|} pers comment strongly on the state 
j of anarchy revealed by the massacre 
{at Casablanca, Morocco, and declare 

that it is evident that the Sultan is

SCORED CARON. 


Justice Clement Says He Should Be 
Stripped of Royal Honors. 

Vancouver. B.C., Aug. 2—E have- 
n't the slightest hesitation in saying 
that Sir Adolphe Caron ‘eifuuld’ have 
the insignia of royal favor which has 
been conferred upon him, stripped 
from him for writing such ao letter,.’’ 
said Justice Clement to the jury in 
the libel suit by former Commissioner 
of Lands and Works R. F. Green, 
against The Vancouver World, the end 
of thich came half an hour later in 
a verdict for the newspaper. 

The letter the court referred to was 
one of the features of the case. writ- 
ten by Sir Adolphe Caron from Ot- 
tawa in January, 1905, on the com- 
pletion of ths Telqua Valley leases, 
and addressed to Green, then B. C. 
Minister of Mines. 

“That matter now being closed,” 
said the letter, “I wish to say that 
if you care about some ‘friend of 
yours, and selected "by you, joining 
our syndicate, we should be only too 
glad to have him as one of us.” 

Green, while declining himself to 
accept the offer, named Neil McKay, 
then private secretary to Premier Me- 
Bride, later deputy commissioner of 
lands and works, now Conservative 
M.P.P. for Kaslo, Green’s former con- 
stituency. 

“That letter reached Green,” con- 
tinued the court, ‘and I say Green 
at once should have resented the dis- 
honor done him in making him such 
a proposition. Either Green must be 
f& most innocent man, unable to sce 
a proposition of that sort was dis- 
honorable, or else he must have 
thought that in the long run possibly 
some benefit would accrue to him 
from it.”

The “land and. sea. breezes” occur, ~ 
with touch regularity near large, bodies 
of water in some parts of the worlkL - 
The ocean is cooler than the Jand dur- 
ing the day and warmer at night, caus-” 
ing on a small scale a daily ioter _ 
change of alr similar to that caused 
by the monsoons. 

A clear knowledge of the’ term. “air 
‘pressure” is very helpful in studying: 
the causes of wind.  Alr, rr ec 
presses against the ground—in other © 
words, it has weight, amounting to ne - 
less than 2,117 pounds upon every 
square foot of the earth's Lect Ae 
sea level—but, unlike a stone, the 
mosphere Is elastic to a high Secree 
and also presses In all other directions. 

On account of this elasticity of the 
alr, certain forces which arise from © 
differences in temperature and the - 
earth’s rotation cause it to become 
dense or heavy In some regions and 
rare or light in other regions. 

It Is the effort of the atmosphere to 
overcome these pressure differences 
and resume a state of equal density 
that causes the winds to blow. 

The column of mercury in a barome- - 
ter tube is always just balancing & 
column of alr of the same diameter, 
reaching from the barometer to the; 
top of the atmosphere. If the fs: 
dense the mercury will of course stand‘ 
high In the tube, and to express this! _ 
condition we use the term “high 
pressure,” but if the alr is rare the 
mercury will stand low in the tube, 
and we then use the term “low pres- 
sure.” 

Over the United States, Canada and 
other parts of the world the pressure 
is ascertained each day at numerous 
stations. The barometer readings, ex- ~ 
pressed In inches of mercury, are tele- 
graphed to a central point and there 
charted on a map. The exact regions. 
where the pressure Is high or low) 
may then be seen at a glance. It has 
been learned from such observations . 
thag/these areas are constantly moving 
eastward at an average rate of about 
600 miles per day. 

Technically the low pressure arcas 
are called “cyclones” and the high 
pressure areas “anticyclones.”" They- 
ure frequently 1,000 or: more miles in 
diameter. The little storms of great 
cestructive force so often called cy- 
clones are really tornadoes, 

The higher the pressure In any par 
ticular region relative to some other 
region the greater will be the yelocity 
of the wind. The winds blow much: 
faster in winter than In summer, be- 
cause the greater contrasts of tempera-’ 
ture cause more decided differences in 
pressure, 

Observations demonstrate, however, 
that the wind never blows in straight _ 
lines, because all bodies of air when. ~ 
in motion are acted upon by a law of’ 
nature called the “deflecting force of. 
the earth's rotation.” This force turns 
all wind to the right of its course in" 
the northern hemisphere and to the 
left in the southern. 

Thos If a wind in our hemisphere 
starts north it fs soon turned slowly’ 
toward the northeast, or if it starts” 
west {it will soon turn toward the: 
northwest. When it is remembered; 
that at the equator the carth is rotat-: 
ing at the enormous velocity of 1,035. 
miles an hour, one will not wonder that’ 
such a deflecting force could exist. All 
areas of high and low pressure, from. 
whatever cause, therefore become: 
whirling masses of air, and a little 
thought will sbow that they must turn 
in opposite directions. In the north- 
areas, or

The English custom of a key rack to 
hang In the hall and whereon all the 
keys of the houschold are suspended 
is fast gaining favor in American 
country houses.

He was discoursing affably on poli- 
tics at a banquet of the Bradford Lib- 
eral Association, and brought out the | 
aphorism: “‘Those who are wise al- |

“The ‘top’ may be disregarded,” he 
said. “Their conversation, I suppose. 
is banal, their taste is low, and their 
width is great.

DEBTORS GO TO JAIL.

Statistics Say That In England, im- 
prisonment for Debt ts Increasing. 


It will come as a surprise to’many 
people that imprisonment for debt in 
England is steadily. increasing. — Fig- 
ures demonstrating this are given In 
Part II. of the Civil Judicial Statis- 
tics for 1905. just issued. During that 
year 11,427 debtors were imprisoned 
in England and Wales, as against 
11,096 in the previous year, and the 
average of 10,218 for the five years 
including 1905. Twenty years before 
1905, the report states, there were 
only about one-third as many war- 
ranta of commitment issued and about 
one-half as many debtors imprisoned. 

There was an increase in 1905 of 
petitions for divorce — 752 as against 
720 in 1904—but the figures were not 
so large as in 1902 and 1903, when 
they were 889 and 24 respectively. 
Of the 762 petitions in 1905, 323 were 
presented by wives, as against 429 





-in 1904. Decrees: nisi were granted to 


wives in 261 cases and to husbands 
in 362 cases. 

The ,total number of appeals, ac- 
tions. etd, heard. and determined in 
all the civil courts of the country 
during .1905 was 479,165, against 497,- 
334 in 1904. Of these, however, coun- 
ty courta were responsible for 472,123 
and. 429,929 respectively. In the sec- 
tion devoted to probate matters it is 
incidentally mentioned that the total 
wealth of private persons in the 
United Kingdom in 1905 liable to 
death duties was computed at £7,- 
833,300,000. During 1905 the gross 
value of estates admitted to probate 
was £261,110,000. 





Maori Legends. 

Many of the old Maori tales have 
to do with a mythical monster, called 
“Taniwha,” usually described as 
great lizard or crocodile, although it 
has been many centuries since any of 
the | ..ynesian race can have had di- 
rect knowledge of the existence of 
such an animal. This is the legend of 
the two Taniwhas, the guardian mon- 
sters of the two Maori tribes; one on 
the east const, and one on the west 
coast of the North Island of New Zea- 
land in very ancient times. . The 
Taniwha living in the Bay of Islands 
once went a-roving to see a bit of 
the world, and swam around the North 
Cape‘to the west, whero he was hos- 
pitably entertained. 

The wandering Taniwha professed 
to be very grateful for the hospitality 
and kind attention shown to him, and 
when his visit was ended he pressed 
the other to accompany him home.

Atmospheric Defiection of Sound. 

One of Uncle Sam's scientists at 
Washington gives an Interesting ex- 
plafation of the action of the wind in 
preventing the spread of sound) It fs, 
he claims, not the wind as such that 
prevents sound from traveling against 
it, but differences in the strength of 
the wind. If. for Instance, the wind is 
stronger abore than below or stronger 
at one side. its effect will be to tilt the 
sound waves in one direction or an- 
other. Differences of temperature 
the alr also cause deficction of t 
waves of sound. Other atmospheric 
causes exist which defiect sound from 
a straight course and prevent it from 
going as far In u certain direction as 
it may have been expected to go. Some 
of the sirens In this country, says the 
scientists, produce sounds which ought 
theoretically to be audible at a distance 
of 1,600 miles, but Im fact the authori- 
ties are satistled If they are heard only 
two miles away. The reason for the 
discrepancy between calculation and 
experiment was probably atmospheric 
defiection of the sound. — New York

Last session ;a 
measure was introduced in the Lez- 
islature to prbvide for the creation 
of county associations for tho treat- 
ment and care of tuberculosis cases, 
and to provide for the prompt re- 
porting to the secretarics of these 
associations of all cascs. But - tho 
bill was laid over os ‘Was also a pro- 
posal to make compulsory the estab- 
lishment of consumptive hospitals 
throughout the country. The Legis- 
lature deferred action, it was said, 
in order to permit a more complcte 
bill to be drawn after consultation 
with the Provincial Board of Health. 
; It is said that ono of the features 
of the measure that is expected will 
be a provision including consumption 
among the diseases that come under 
the supervision of the medical health 
Officer of every city. Why it is not 
now included it is difficult to undor- 
stand. As the avriter says: “It secms 
at least surprising that consumption, 
a contagious disease, destroying more 
lives than all the other contagious 
discases put together, should have 
been Icf{t unrogulated up to this time. 
In smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheri3, 
measics and whooping cough there is} 
compu’ notification, with the} 
necessary §solation and disinfection. 
On the otifr hand thousands have 
contracted consumption and dicd for 
the mere lack of disinfection of the 
rooms, furniture and belongings of 
those who have previously died of 
this. disease. Here is one thing that 
we can help to remedy, by {nterest- 
ing the members of Legislatures and

We 
became so frightened that we gripped 
the church pew for fear we should 
fall over the precipice of eternal 
doom. But after we accepted Christ 
with such a low motive the Christ 
love began to grow upon us. We see 
how he has been protecting us and 
how he has been leading us. We see 
in another place how he has clothed 
and fed us. When death came into 
our home we saw his great tears of 
compassion and love. Even in our’ 
financial distress or social persecution 
he was always by out side. Then we 
began to realize how good and kind 
and loving he‘is. As we grow in grace 
we are never happy unless we feel 
his ‘presence near. We talk to him 
as wo do to a dear friend, We and 
ourselves saying: “‘Jesus, thou knox- 
est best. Thou art teading me. O 
Master, thy love passeth all unde2r- 
standing. Keep me close to thy heart.

‘our greatest joys of the Christian 
ife. He can be a friend who will 
never leave your side. 

But the true Christian finds in the 
higher spiritual life more than this 
divine companionship. No sooner do 
we truly become one with Christ than 
we enter into the elevating associa- 
tions of the best and purest men and 
women living upon the face of the 
earth to-day. We enter into a holy as- 
sociation with those who have felt 
the divine touch and who have been 
recreated and made over and_ bee 
stamped with the divine image. These 
children of God are different from all 
other men and women, for they are 
radiating with the power of the spirit 
filled life. 

“But,” says some church member, 
“I do not want to live in a prayer 
meeting all the time. I do not want 
to be singing psalm tunes morning, 
noon and night. Sanctified people 
may be all right in their places, but 
a steady diet of ’angel’s * naus- 
eates the stomach. I like to frolic and 
play other kinds of games. I like to 
fish. I like to hunt. Indeed, I like 
fun just as much as I did twenty 
years ago. In other words, I like to 
do something besides going to church® 
and talking about the Bible and for- 
cign and home missions.” So do good 
poopie like fun. So do the purest and

Do you’ believe that the 
majority, of the people living in San 
Francisco would find the sweet influ- 
ences of home life a pleasure as you 
and I look upon an evening spent in 
.the society of our, children as a pleas- 
ure? No. To a grec. extent their 
lives crave the unhealthy and vitiat- 
ing and blasting stimulant of sin. 

It is an ‘alarming sympton of a 
man’s spiritual condition if the whole- 
some influences of home life are re- 
pugnant to him. My brother, although 
you may be a church member, your 
appetite for pleasure is a sinful crav- 
ing if you cannot enjoy the pure, 
clean, refreshing joy of Christian as- 
sociation. If that is so, for God's 
sake get down on rour knees and pray 
to your Heavenly Father that he will 
purify you so that you may find your 
greatest enjoyments among his peo- 
ple and among his true, consecrated 
followers. 

But there is another joy which 
comes to the higher spiritual life, and 
that is the joy of Christian service; 
that is the joy of the noble-hearted 
men who always want to share their 





blessings with every one else; that is 
the joy of the true man who, when 
he has plealy, of bread, wants to share 
it with the hungry. When he has a 
cure for the blinded eyes, he wants 
to give it to those groping about in 
darkness. When he can unstop the 
deaf cars, he wants to make the deaf 
to hear and the dumb to speak. No 
man is a true man who, when he has 
an abundance, is not ready to share 
his plenty with those who are in 
want. Thus is it with the consecrat- 
ed gospel life when the true Chris- 
tian is. filled with the Christ love. 
When the face of Jesus becomes to 
him a living, loving, inspiring and 
all nbsorbing reality, then that Chris- 
tian says, “I must bring this Christ 
love into other lives: I must have 
Christ do for others what he has done 


for me.” Then the true Christian, as 
soon as he has develo) into the 
higher spiritual life, fills his hands 


with the gospel seed. He goes forth 
into the waste places of the earth. He 
scatters those seeds up in the moun- 
tains and down in the valleys; he 
scatters them in the homes of the rich 
and int the hovels of the poor; he 
scatters them everywhere. And one 
of the chief reasons why I know some 
of you have never béen truly filled 
with the Christ love is because you 
do not find any joy in bringing this 
Christ to your fellow men. 

But, lastly, I remark that one of 
the greatest joys of the Christian is 
the comfort we have in dedicating 
our dear ‘children and our loved ones 
to his service. Every true parent 
knows that when he attempts to raise 
a family there comes a time when he 
realizes he must have supernatural 
aid. We feel our children gradually 
and yet surely slipping out of our 
hands. They are going forth into the 
great wide world, with all its mani- 
fold temptations. We lift up our 
hands at times in agony and cry, “O 
God, if we could only keep them by 
our sides!” But we cannot. It is an 
overwhelming thought, but surely and 
swiftly the children are moving away 
from our-side. Now comes the queg- 
tion: How can I keep my children 
in the path of virtue and of truth? 
“The Bible tells me. My God isa a 
covenant keeping God. My God says, 
“YT will save thee, and through thee 
I will save thy children.” He speaks 
to me exactly ashe spake to Abraham 
of old. He promises that if we will 
teach our children about him, if we 
set them a good example and commit 
them in prayer to his. keeping, 
will take care of them and make them 
his children. ; 

The chief trouble with our spiritual 
experience is that we do not come 
mear enough to Jesus Christ.

This time he 
is wrong. Few horse owners get rich. 
Most-of them die poor. 

There are few owners who have so 
00d judgment In regard to the horses 
under thelr charge as have the really 
observant men who make a business 
of betting. If anything, the opinion of 
the dispassionate handicapper or stu- 
dent of form Is more desirable. The 
majority of borse owners get financial 
indigestion from betting on their own 
horses. 





The Great Assouan Dam. 

Sir William Garston has recommend- 
ed that the great dam at Assouan, 
Esypt, be raised nearly twenty-three 
feet, which would more than double 
the present water supply. The dam 
now supples about a quarter of the 
water which eventually will be needed 
in Egypt. With the proposed enlarge- 
mnent about 950,000 acres of land would 
be brought under cultivation. The 
change would cost about $7,500,000. 
Since the establishment of the Assou- 
an reservoir the sale valoc of lands 
already provided with perennial irrl- 
gation has increased by about $122,- 
500,000, and this figure, when canals 
now under construction are completed, 
will be increased to approximately 
$140,000,000. In addition to this the 
cotton crop, which last year amounted 
to $140,000,000, has been assured.

In: Lavinia’s 
case, however, there was an impres- 
sive ceremony, in. which many nma- 
tives took part, and her tomb at Mua 
is composed of immense coral stones.

Emperor Nicholas pre- 
sented Prince von Buelow with his

The 
rising ground behind is the Gillies 
Hill, and yonder lies Coxet Hill, from 
which Bruce directed the battle. Two 
upright stones between St. Ninians 
and Stirling are said to mark the re- 
spective positions of Randolph and 
Clifford during the engagement which 
took place on the evening before the 
battle.

* INDIAN GIRLS’ GAME. 


Called Pah-pah-se-kah-way and 
Simpler Than It Sounds. 
Indian girls have a game called “pah- 
pah-se-kah-way,” which means maid- 
ens play ball. The ball consists of two 
deerskin bags, five Inches long and 
one Inch wide, fastened together by 
strips of leather seven inches louz. 
Each girl Is armed with a stick five 
fect long, with which rhe tries to catch 
the ball and carry it to the goal on her 
skle. 

The girls, with thelr long braids of 
hair, assemble In a group, and the ball 
fs thrown among their uplifted sticks. 
The one who catches it soon bas it 
torn from her by. the stick of anotlicr 
player, and so It is tossed among the 
pla sticks until a girl on the out- 
skirts of the group gets It and starts to 
run home with the prize. The others 
run after her, and the game becomes 
rough, but Indian girls do not mind 
this. ‘ 

All the while the game Is being play- 
ed the girls keep up a gentle cry of 
“Amgoo"—a sound like the cooing of 
pigeons, which It is intended to imi- 
tate. Whole villages assemble to see 
this game, and prizes of red cloth, 
beads and bright ribbons are giren to 
the best players. 


What Does “Selah” Mean? 

The word “selah,” as everybody 
knows, occurs frequently In the book of 
Psalms, and there has been much dis- 
cussion.as to its meaning.

Sesides, the flight of an arrow is 
seriously affected by its length, and, 
unless a man becomes used to a cer- 
tain length and knows exactly what 
draw to give, his weapon is practical- 
ly useless, x 

Does Not Split Wood. 

Bf & happens, as it sometimes will, 
that two men unwittingly possess ar- 
rows of the same length, there are 
usually private marks’ on the shafts 
known to the owners, by which they 
can make good their claim. 

When the stick has been trimmed 
to his satisfaction, the Indian cuts a 
notch at one end for the reception of 
the bow-string. -This cavity 1s made 
in such a way that the twine does 
not split the wood when pressed 
against it, and the end of the shaft is 
planed down to fit the shooter’ thamb 
and finger. 

The next thing to be done is to 
make a deep incision in the stick nt 
the end opposite to that in which 
the notch is-cut. Into this slit he 
runs the flat neck of the arrow-hend, 
usually about half an inch in length, 
and the same width. that fits the cav- 
ity so accurately that only. its saw- 
like edges are visible on either side 
of the shaft. 

The arrow-head itself is of stone 
or stecl—more often the latter now- 
adays — and is fastened into its place 
securely by being wound round the 
neck with buffalo or deer sinews' that 
have been soaked in water. 

No Humane: Precautions. 
In the case of war-arrows no such 
umane precautions are taken. Tho 
head is barbed and fixed in its socket 
loosely, so that when it enters a body 
and the shaft is withdrawn, it remains

inside only to be extracted by rash- 
ing open the wound in a frightful 
manner.

The force 
with which the arrow strikes its mark 
may be imagined when it is remem- 
bered that while a bullet froma Colt { 
will often fail to penetrate more than 
the hide of a buffalo, a shaft from the 
bow of an average Indian hunter 
at an equal distance off will go right 
through the animal and come out on 
the other side. 

A man’s skull has been found trans- 
fixed to a tree by an arrow which 
had been fired at the victim while 
he was tied up, and which had gone 
completely through the bones, em- 
bedding itself so deeply in the wood 
as to sustain the weight of the head.

Making Last Stand. 

But he is passing. In the places 
where, seventy-five years ago, two 
hundred of ‘his powerful tribe coud 
be counted in a day’s journey, he is 
now but a tradition and a,memory, 
and he is a lucky sportsman who 
gets one shot at a crizzly in a life- 
time. Driven to the inz.cessible re- 
treats of the mountsius, he is mak. 
ing his last stand age:nst a race 
which has already robbed him of 
those myriad herds of buffalo, ante- 
lope, and clk, which were once his 
prey, and from his icy summit, where 
only the American eagle sours, in 
solitary grandeur he looks down upon 
a hereditary dominion which is to be 
his no more forever. 

We have known him but a hundred 
years. Was there ever so}mighty 2 
monarch with reign so bfief? We 
cannot compute the exact rate at 
which he is disappearing (it is far 
easier to get at the mortuary statis- 
tics of his enemies), but, as events 
£0, it is likely that there will still be 
tigers in India andlionsin Africa long 
after the last es ices of the grizzly’s 
howl has died 2..ong the peaks and 

recipices of his mountain home. But 
ne will die as he lived—die as be- 
comes the American monarch—‘‘the 
gamest of the game.” 


“FLIES AS DISEASE BEARERS. © 


The Common House Variety Are a 
Menace to Health. 


The .United States Department of 
Agriculture has started a crusade 
against the common house fly and is 
cavingio n extensive experiments as 
to the best way of banishing it from 
the abodes of man. The fly Sas been 
found to be not only | @ nuisance, but 
& menace fo man’s health. Its 
hairy body carries both disease and 
de Many epidemics which sweep 
over communities in the het season 
have been traced to the fly. Having 
ite origin in filth, it brings with it the 
bacteria which breed in filth. And 
as it moves about, now crawling over 
refuse, now over the food on the ta- 
ble, flying from the lips of the sick 
to the lips of the healthy; it is said to 
be more. dangerous to modern socicty 
than were the wild beasts to primi- 
tive man. 

The high mortality among the chil- 
dren in the congested districts of a 
city, where families are closely 
crowded together, where refuse ac- 
cumulates fast, where food is often 
kopt in living rooms, is due to a 
large degree, 50 scientists now £ay, 
to the fly. Infant discases chiefly 
prevail in the*hot season, when the 
flies abound. Dr. J. T. C. Nash, in 
The Journal of the Royal Sanitary 
Institute, giving his experience as an 
English health. officer, says that the 
fly is responsible for the death of 
many~ children because of polluting 
vhe milk which they drink 

“It is a matter that has been en- 
tirely overlooked.” said Dr. C. O. 
Probst, recently, ‘“‘but we now know 
that the common house fly is an 
agent of importance in carrying the 
germs of typhoid fever. It was for- 
merly believed that the germs were 
only carried in water, milk or other 
liquid food. Flies both breed and feed 
in places where the germs are to be 
found, and then, flying - into our 
houses, no doubt. often carry the 
germs and deposit them on our food. 





Canada Leading. 
The Cobden: Club issues a reply to

of the Canadian policy is that it rep- 
resents the most fully conscious ¢evo- 
lution of the colonial principle, an 
evolution not towards closer union, 
but consistently towards larger inde- 
pendence in political, military and 
economic action. Where Canada to-day 
stands our other self-governing colou- 
ies will stand to-morrow.”

Upon a curtain ‘of one of the public 
places of amusement in the city’ of 
icagois a beautiful picture of the 
“White City” of the national exposi- 
tion’ of 1893.- Underneath ‘this, won- 
derful vision are written these words, 
“And should I live a thousand years 
I never can forgetit.”.- == 
This was the sentence which sprang 
to my lips when’I sat down to write 
the horrible experience of. the most 
momentous day of my life. But now,

saw lifeboats filled to the gunwales 
with helpless human beings. I saw 
the wreckage drifting everywhither. 
And above all, in imagination, I could 
see the white faces of men, women 
and children coming to the surface of 
tho merciless ocean, eagerly looking 
to see whether their loved ones had 


archangel’s resurrection trumpet can 
now bring them forth. Should I live 
n thousand years I can never forget 
it. Perhaps even in heaven I shall 
yet talk over'the horrors of that day 
with some who won the crown of 
martyrdom when the Columbia,.one 
of the finest ships on tke Pacific 
Ocean, collided with the lumber boat 
San Pedro and then blew up and add- 
ed one more tragedy to the long list of 


marine catastrophes. 
It was o: eautiful summer after- 
noon, J 20, 1907, that we set sail 


from that gem of harbors and 

through the Golden Gate of the Paci- 
fic at San Francisco. For weeks and 
months I had been - preparing and 
looking forward to’ the time when, 
with my boy and a couple of dear 
friends, I could drop work and camp 
for a few weeks in the famous forests 
of northern California.. The sea never 
looked more peaceful, the sky never 
more bright. Hard, grinding work 
for a little while was to be cast aside 
—no telephone, no telegraph, no call- 
ers, no mail, no engagements to speak. 
I was just to listen to the music of 
the woods and hie aay to the secret 
haunts of the deer. For hours we 
paced the deck. Then the sun sank 
to the west, and the moon began to 
pave the erystal pavements of the 
decp with nuggets of gold. Silently, 
yet relentlessly, the dense fog banks 
began to shut out the lofty hills 10 
our right. Then the hoarse and rever- 
berating and irritating fog horn t«- 
gan to blow. “‘Well,”’ I said to oze 
of my friends, ‘‘no sleep to-night. iT 
have traveled all around the’ worl. 
T have been (months and months upon 
the sen, and yet I could never under- 
atand why the sailors would persist 
in blowing that fog horn. The sea is 
so wide and the ships so ‘few I do not 
believe there is any more danger of a 
collision than there is of shooting a 
deer in the woods if you lift your gun 
at random and shut your ¢yes and 


+{ pull the trigger and know not where 


the ball will fly.” My traveling com- 
panion ‘said nothing. He always has 
that rebuking silence when I have 
made any statement which is,in self 
evident defiance of all the laws of 
common sense. 

I went to bed in disgust. Hardly 
would I get ‘to sleep when I would 
be awakened with the fog horn’s 
“Took out! There is danger! 
Look out!” “At 5 o'clock in the morn- 
ing I arose and went on deck and 
ate some fruit. Then I returned to 
my_ stateroom and crawled into bed 
with my little boy.. I had not been 
there more than ten minutes when I 
heard a rapid pattering of feet and 
the sharp command of the officers. I 
again rose. As I-looked out of the 
stateroom I said, “What is the mat- 
ter?’” Then the officer pointed ahead, 
said, “Look!’’ I looked, and, O God, 
I ‘saw the saddest sight of my life. 
There was a small lumber boat which 
seemed to be ‘turning turtle.”” Its 
decks were simply swarming with peo- 
ple, Yonder were’ lifeboats. — Here 
were rafts. Here were loose, floating 
life preservers. A collizion had clear- 
ly taken place. But where was the 
other ship? With that the men and 
the women and the children, seeing 
the relief coming out of the fog bank, 
raised a cheer thanksgiving. But 
for us on the George W. Elder we 
could raise no cheer. The scene was 
too tragic. - 

Then the work of rescue. As our 
great ship was rolling this way and 
that the boats came up. Some of the 
poor victims were covered with blood. 
Some were too exhausted even to 
look. Some were rescued only with 
their night garments, and some had 
only a blanket around them. From 
the time the Columbia was struck to 
the time she sank it took only ten min- 
utes to Iny her broken bones in the 
bottom of-the sea. 

“Stand back there! Stand back or 
you will sink their boats!” cried the 
chief officer. “‘Here, put that rope 
around this woman. -Now lift this 
old man up. Now here is a child. 
Then the

The captain’s heroism found its 
counterpart in the life of many a 
humble passenger and sailor—in how 
many only the great honor book of 
heaven shall’ ever record.

grasped two women’s skirts and 
clutched them in her‘teeth. Then 
with her right hand she reached out 
and caught a sinking man. When the 
sailors pulled her into the boat she, 
with her woman’s courage, had saved 
three buman lives. This heroism was 
sometimes found in the most unex- 
pected places. After all the survivors 
had been brovght on board the George 

W. Elder avyo girl came and sat 

Me! my side. Her whole life seemed 

td have been that of a frivolous so- 

cial butterfly. She laughed and jok- 

ed. I said to myself, “How can any 

one make light of this horror?” Yet 

n short time afte: a gentleman 

told me that this young girl, who 

seemed to be out of place except as 

a creature of fun, was so brave that 

at the risk of her life she had reach- 

ed out of the boat and with her own 

frail hands drawn a drowning man 

over the gunwale and save him. , Oh, 

do-not tell me that this is a mean and 

selfish world! It is a world filled with 

heroes and heroines when a human 

life is standing face to face with 

death. If you had been on ‘that toas- 

ing, tumbling sea to the south of Cape 

Mendocino when the Columbia sank 

you would have known it. 

But another fact which impressed 
me on that fatal day was the realiza- 
tion that those who truly suffer the 
worst suffer in absolute quietude. It 
is only the shallow brook that gurgles 
and splashes and makes a noise. The 
deep waters of trouble, like a great 
river, roll quietly and smoothly. 
the profound, the gloomy silence and 
yet the overpowering sorrow of that 
kad line of haunting faces of the ship- 
wrecked passengers and crews lying 
in the berths of the George W. Elder 
after they renched the rescuing ship! 

I went to many of these berths and 
heard nearly everywhere the same 
kind of gratitude. -To one I would 
take clothes, for many of the sur- 
vivors had nothing; to others I would 
enrry food; with others I would offer 
n prayer. “‘Have you lost any one?” 
I asked a gentle lady whose young 
eyes haunted me. “Yes; my baby,”’ 
she answered. “Is your - husband 
safe?” “No,” she answered, “I have 
no husband; T am a widow.” Yes, 
she had lost her all. Only he who 
raised up that only son of his moth- 
ed, and she a widow, could comfort 
her. Yet there she lay. not uttering 
one word of complaint. Like a wound- 
ed animal, she was suffering in sil- 
ence. 

T saw n man ¥ho had set sail from 
San Francisco with his wife and two 
children. Just before the Columbia 
sank each parent took a child. When 
the awful plunge came the biggest 
child was snatched out of the father’s 
arms. The mother and the baby never 
came up. Yet that. man said hardly 
a word; While he suffered, he suffer- 
cd in silence. But to hear some peo- 

le complain about their little trou- 
bres you would suppose that their fin- 
ite worries were the greatest troubles 
‘in all the world. Ah, my brother, 
when you go around and advertise 
your grief I am sure about one thing 
=the trouble which you have doca 
not amount to much. If you had been 
on tho sinking Columbia and’ heard 
the awful .explosion when the cold 
watéra touched the hot boilers and if 
you had had your wife and children | 
swept away then you would havo had 
a grief too grcat to parade’ before your 
fellow. men. Then when you suffer- 
ed you would suffer in silence, in 
complete silence, in sacred silence. 
And { sometimes fear that if we per- 
sist in complaining about our little 
{roubles God may soon send us a 
truly great trouble in ‘order to stop 
our continual complaint. 

But there was another fact that im- 
Pp 1 me about the ghastly catas- 
trophe of the fatal 20th day of July. I 
felt that we might be very near to 
thoce who.are in trouble and yet not 
hear their cries of anguish or see their 
beckoning calls or be a part in their 
physical, mental, moral, spiritual and 
eternal rescue. We may be so neur 
that we can almost speak to them, so

Yet as I stood and looked at some 
of those poor survivors of the Colum- 
bia I kept saying to myself, “Is it cur 
fault if we do not sce those who are in 
trouble by our side in the fogs and 
mists of life?’ Why should I give up 
part of my clothing and my berth to 
the shipwrecked at sea’ and yet refuse 
to help clothe the naked who are hiv- 
ing in my own town by: my side? 
Why not think of the poor, the lame, 
the blind, by our own fireside? “Oh,” 
some one answers, “‘the reason we do 
not feed those living under the shc- 
dow of our own doors is use We 
think they ought to be able to make 
a living as we have to do!" Your 
answer, my friend, is right and yet 
it is wrong. Neither God nor man 
wishes you to feed loafers and clothe 
dceadbeats and house social vampires. 
“I{ any man does not work, neither 
shall he eat,”’ is good sound doctrine 
for the Bible and modern social eco- 
nomics. But I want to tell you blunt- 
ly that all the poor and the unfor- 
tunates of your town are not loafers 
and deadbeats. There are honest and 
deserving poor a3 well asx honest and 
deserving rich. The poor who come 
begging at your door may not be de- 
serving. Bishop Potter enunciated a 
mighty tiath when he said, “The de- 
serving poor are not those who sek.” 
The deserving poor are everywhere 
around you in life. Therefore in the 
miata and fogs of the journey of life 
blow not simply a warning whistle. 
Keep open your watch eye. Hunt for 
the shipwrecked crews of the San Pe- 
dros: and the Columbias. They are 
everywhere around us. Slow down 
and look about \ 

Lastly, as°I look upon the floating 
boats and the plead ing: upturned 
faces of that fatal day of July 20 I am 
impressed with the rapidity with 
which death can strike down its vic- 
tims. Like a bolt out of a clear sky 
the summons may come. It may come 
to us at any time, in any place. It 
can come to us as quickly as it hurled 
into a watery grave the 105 men, wo- 
men and children when the San Pedro 
crashed into the Columbia, sending 
them to the bottom of the cruel and 
unfathomable sen. The marine en- 
tombment which came to the Colum- 
bia might have come to us. In an 
instant, in the twinklings of an eye, 
the eummons may come. Death comes 
suddenly to our neighbors, and death 
may come suddenly to us. Let us, 
then, heed the warning which Christ 
gave to the rich man of his time. 
“Thou fool, this night thy soul shall 
be required of thee!” Death may even 
Row ibe approaching your bedroom 
door. Even now his skeleton hand 
may be upon the latch ready to lift 
it and enter. 

On the night of July 20 not one of 
all the passengers and ‘crew aboard 
the Elder had to be told how near 
death was. We all [elt his presence. 
We were all saying to ourselves: 
“How would I have been prepared to 
meet my God if my summons had 
come as it did to the passengers of the 
Columbia? Am T living 'the right life, 
and will my dear ones beyond, by 
Jesus’ side, be able to greét me if I 
should now hear the call, ‘This night, 
this night thy soul shall be required 
of thee?’’”’, per 

In the evening houra of that day 
some of the survivors, of the Colum- 
bin came to me and asked with sad 
faces, “Will you hold a service to- 
night in the saloon for us?’ “Do you 
want it?” T asked. ‘Are not the peo- 
ple too high strung and overwrought 
and sorrowful to mect at this time?” 
“No,” they answered; “we want it, 


“and we want you to lead it.” “Well, 


I will.” Never was there a gathering 
exactly like it. Most of us had eaten 
but little that day. Many, of us had 
not even washed. We were unshaved 
and unkempt. But, oh, the solemnity 
of it! Some had no clothes except a 
blanket. Some t>d lost babies and 

sbands or wives and mothers and 
fathers. There we met and prayed 
and sang. I read the twenty-first chap- 
ter of Revelation and talked about 
Heaven and our dear ones. There 
we were, Catholics and Protestants, 
in’ that strange audience and perhene 
gome who had never yet-spoken the 
name of Christ in reverence. There 
we prayed and sang and wept, and 
we consecrated ‘our lives enew. to God 
and our fellow men. ; 

It is so casy to think of death com- 
ing to those a thousand miles away. 
But that day it came néar to us. Can 
you not feel that deathimay this mo- 
ment be ready for you? » Why not now 
surrender your heart to ‘a work, 
as we did on that Sabbath night 
which followed the awful-catastrophe 
of the siiking Columbia? Then in- 
deed we may say in the words of the 
Psalmist of old: ‘‘God’ is our refu; 
and strength, a very present help in 
trouble; therefore will we not fear, 
though the carth be removed and 
though the mountains be carried Into 
the midst of the séa, though the wat- 
ers thereof roar and be troubled, 
rouge the mountains shake with the 
swelling thereof.”

CANADA HAS ARRIVED. 


How Dominion Has Grown and Pros- 
pered Sincs Confederation. : 


Canada recently. cclebrated the 40th 
anniversary of her- present political 
organization. The provinces then 
Known a5 ‘Upper Canada aml Lower 
Canada held their first united’ Par- 
liament in Kingston on June 14, 1541. 
The demonstrition under that systein 
ef Canada’s ability to manace her own 
effairs led to the confederation, which 
became effective on July 1, 1867. The 
anniversary of this event is known 
as Dominion Day. 

Forty years ago Canada’s popula- 
tion was’ a little less than 3,500,000. 
To-day it is probably not far from 6,- 
000,000. In this respect the country 
has grown but slowly. Few immi- 
grants came in, and many Canadians 
crossed the border to share in the 
large growth and the greater prosper- 
ity of the United States. The census 
of 1901 shows only 5.2 per cent. of th» 
entire population as of foreign birth. 
The census of 1911 will in all prob- 
ability show a marked change in this 
respect. Many Canadians are return- 
ing to their ovn country and lars: 
numbers are going in to become!Cara- 
dians of alien birth. Within the Inst 
five years the arrivals have inereas sd 
more than threefold, and Cannda is 
now getting more than 290,000 new 
citizens a yeer fron: other lands. 

In 1863 Canada had oniy 2,269 :nilo 
of railway in all her vast domain. $ 
now has about 22,00 iniles, ask 
a few years will have 39,009 Her for- 
eign trade 1853 was $131,000,000.

Province Promises to Become Idec! 
Agricultural Country. 

There has just been completed in 
the Province of Saskatchewan a ser- 
ies of Farmers’ Institute mectings. 
The province was divided into two 
series, for each of which a delegation 
of two speakers was provided. The 
speakers were Mr. C. M. MacRac, 
B.S.A., Mr. Duncan Anderson, of Or- 
illia, for the Live Stock branch, and 
Mr. T. N. Willing, inspector of weeds 
in Saskatchewan, and Mr. A. P. Ket- 
chen, deputy commissioner of agricul- 
ture for that province. : 

Owing to the lateness of the meet- 
ings the earlier ones were poorly at- 
tended, na most of the farmers had 

>} not finished seeding, but during the 
latter half of tho period the incet- 
ings were excecdingly well attended. 
Messrs. Anderson and MacRue_re- 
port that although growth was very 
slow in commencing that it has made 
such rapid*progress since the suim-. 
mer weather and the rains have come 
that vegetation is very little behind 
what it was at the same period Inst 
year, ; 
These gentlemen report that the 
Jive stock, particularly in the ecast- 
erm part of the province, have come 
throsgh the winter in excellent con- 
dition. The farmera_ were supplied 
with an ‘abundance of hay. and: oat 
ttraw, with which they were able to 
bring through -their stock in “really 
A‘l men tove power, put few Saael fine‘ condition. ™ 
how to use it.

GIFT OF PRICELESS RELICS. 


Antiquities For the Museum cf the 
Toronto University. 


A large altar of libations of about 
{ 9700 B.C., beautifully carved with de- 
signs of the offerings to be placed 
upon it, is an important addition to 
the collection for the University of 
Toronto Museum, presented by Dr. 
Robert Mond, of Egypt. Information 
to that effect has been received from 
Mr. 'C.'T. Currelley, the distinguished 
graduate of Victoria, now engaged in 
researcli in the Orient. This altar is 
described ns the best that has sur- 
vived, and is in a remarkable state of 
preservation. It’ haa an inner and 
outer receptacle for the pouring of the 
liquids. 

From the same source there has 
also been obtained a large cedar box 
of the eighteenth dynasty, or the per- 
od of the Hebrew bondage, which, 
in its exquisite paintings, exhibits 
scenes in the worship of the Egyp- 
tian gods. The cedar is that of Le- 


on. 

Mr. Currelley, in a letter to Mr. 
John A, Paterson, K.C., of the senate 
of the university, announces a re- 
markable find in a collection of Ro- 
man garments and other articles. 
These were found in the sand by a 
peasant, and he was induced to purt 
with them. The sollection includes. 
small towels of the Turkish type, a 
number of mats; a sampler. beauti- 
fully worked. a baby’s embroidered 
shirt, parts of curtains, with applique 
ornamentation, and many elaborately 
worked strips, without » doubt part 
of priestly vestments.

is a Goose a Bird? 


In a decision by Judge Waite, the 
Board of General Appraisers in Now 
York have decided that Canadian 
geese are not wild, and hence are 
not to be deemed ‘‘birds” within the 
meaning of the Dingley tariff act. The 
issue directly affects the importation 
of the geese in the New York market. 
The collector assessed the geese for 
duty. as “‘livoe poultry’? with duty at 
the rate of three gene per pound, 
whereas the impéfters insisted that 
the geese should be admitted. as 
“birds” free of duty. -Their conten- 
tion was that the geese are wild, or 
somi-wild. In denying the claim Judgs 
Waites says: “The evidence shows 
that the geese are kept by the farm- 
ers on’ their farms very much as fowis 
are generally kept, allowed to run in

In 
fact he is a worn-out’ and listless 
looking fellow, ‘who has perforce fo 
Tevert to a condition of life akin to 
that of the savage..“‘I toll you,” adda 
the critic of Canada, “there -is not 
one man in a liundred who, like my- 
elf, goes out in entire ignorance’ of 
Canadian farming and geta on. He 
may tell you he does, in hig Jetters, 
but that is due’ to his British pride.’’ 
There is a disposition ‘on the -part 
of friends of .Canada in Engiand to 
attack this dissatisfied visitor, who. re- 
turned ‘by the next ship. But this at- 
titude is scarcely fair, The fact is the 
wrong man went to the wrong placa. 
We are not all built on the same 
plans, and persons who are educated 
for city life are not likely to find 
happiness on the homestead in its 
pioncer days. What this writer proves 
is that there must, be care in the se- 
lection of settlers. Instead of induc- 
ing city people, or personybrought u 
without any knowledge of aecieak? 
ture, to emigrate, the Government 
must bend its efforts to the intro- 
duction of farmers or farm laborers 
with a little money to pull them 
through the preliminary difficulties. 
To such, life in a shack is no draw- 
back, while the accompanying hard- 
ships, secing that they point tosome- 
thing good in the future, are not mat- 
ters of serious complaint. 

All pioneer work is accompanied by 
drawbacks of tha kind referred to, 
but these ean be“*nvoided if the set 
tler has suificient money with which 
to begin operations in better style. 
If the money is not at hand, it may 

saved by “roughing it’’ for a few 
years. There can be no doubt that 
the newlyearrived western settler, Hf 
net well provided with timeans, haz 
to put up with many things that are 
irksome. But his lot after all is 
amooth compared to that of the pio 
xieer in older Canada who had to 
clear his land of trees and stumps 
before he could plant his corn. That 
the position’ of the settler calls for 
patiencd under difficulties, and for 
n readiness to bear hardships, there 
can be no question, but these quali- 
ties. thus invested, bear good fruit, 
as the many successes achieved on 
- the prairies abundantly prove. 


Round-Up Wild Horses. 


Ranchers and prospectors along the 
boundary have gone into the hills of 
Southern British Columbia to round- 
up gceveral bands of wild horses which 
the Legislative Assembly of the pro- 
vinee have branded as pirates, auth- 
orizing any one to shoot or capture 
them at atated periods of the year; 
after notifying horse owners so that 
tame animals may be claimed. Range 
riders say there are more than 2,006 
wild animals in the bands, 

The nucleus of the herd was formed 
in the fifties, veteran horsemen saps 
when explorers and prospectors rode 
ou horseback from eastern to south- 
ern States. Many pioncers perished 
in the search for gold, but their horses 
survived, 

When the gold fever was at its 
height in the Caribou district in the 
sixties many horses were brought in 
from the south for pack and saddle 
purposes, and as there were no roads 
it was’ the easiest thing for these 
animals to leave the trail and join 
"those enjoying the freedom of the 
wilds. 

The_horses seen in the hills along 
the “border little resemble the stock 
from which they sprang. They are 
long-haired, savage creatures, and 
show speed that would cause a sen- 
sation on a race course. They weigh 

~not more than seven hundred pounds, 
all bone, muscle and sinew. 

The ranchers have declared wat 
against the pirates as a means of pro 
tecting their own animals which are 
{frequently lured into the hills.

Engineer David Cottrell was most 
terribly injured, and pulled himself 
by y-wracking efforts from the de- 
bris of his engine. Then two citizens 
gingerly responded to his appeals for 
aids. They put an arm under the torn 
and bleeding armpits of the man and 
started to walk him—walk him !—to 
the centre of the town, full six city 
blocks: away.

Conductor Burridge staggered to the 
Aberdeen Hotel, his head cut and his 
whole body bruised, and lay there ia 
a heap unnoticed, until “Bobby” Da- 
vis dragged out a couch, laid him on 
it, while messengers were sent scurry- 
ing for doctors.

Both trains afterwards caught fire. 

Details of the railroad disaster show 
that \jt occurred in the tunnel of Ot- 
zau near Alsasua, Province of Na- 
varre,¥& station on the Northern Rail- 
way. he Valley of Cegana ia as- 
cended through 12 tunnels, reaching 
the culminating point of the line over 
2,000 feet nbove the level \of the sea 
in the middle of the tunnel beyond 
Otzaurte, which is two miles long. 

Tunnel Acts as Chimney. 

After the wreck of the two trains 
and the subsequent conflagration the 
tunnel ‘ac! as a chimney, fanning 
the flames and creating a panic among 
the survivors who sought to escape 
from the smoke and heat.

SLEEPING: OUTDOORS. : 


The Practice Not Limited to Con- 
sumptives Nowadays. 

Outdoor sleeping has grown In favor 
with recent years. Time was when it 
was limited to consumptives and fad- 
dists, but nowadays every one advo- 
cates the practice more or less. Es- 
pecigily is it to be recommended fer 
children as tending to increase their 
strength and Improve thelr health, fit- 
ting them, In fact, for the battle of Ife 
in a manner which no system of favors 
and pampering could ever. do, says 
tLe Philadelphia North American. 

This does not at all mean that the 
method is to be a rigorous one. Abore 
gil, the child should be warmly and 
comfortably wrapped and protected 
fron) draughts of all sorts, In the first 
place, this open air slumber Is prima- 
sily Intended for daytime naps, and 
should not become the regular nightly 
practice unless the whole household is 
accustomed to it. As to the sleeping 
couch, it may be either a sofa on the 
porch, a cot furnished as hereafter de- 
scribed, 2 swinging bammock or eren 
a large armchair. Whatever piece of 
furniture. may be chesen shonld be 
well provided with plilows and with a 
wan shawlh quilt or summer rug. 

The cot shonld be spread with a mat- 
tress of some colored —cretonne 
or cLintz—ard a sinall pijow to match, 
Then around three sid excepting 
only that which Is prote®ted by the 
wail or some other object, a stiflir 
quilted. very thin mattress shonld be 
pliced In such a mianner as effectually 
to shut out the win . 

This outdoor sleeping should begin 
eariy In childhood. Probably when the 
child first walks fs the best time to 
Initiate him in this new fad, which Is, 
after all, not a fad, for it fs highly 
conducire to bealth and—a point of In- 
terest to the mothers of girl bables—is 
eren said to increase the child's 
cbances for future beauty. 

It ts never, however, too late to 
mend, and no matter how much older 
than this your child may be let him 
start now to sleep outdoors. The warm 
weather will keep him from any dis- 
comfort now, and by autumn it will 
probably be a hard task to drive him 
indoors at all

Yenry Wharton Griffith and R. Dil- 
jon Drake, prominent society men of 
Philadelphia, played the game of bil- 
Mards, and Griffith made the misshot 
which called forth a taunt from Drake, 
who was immediately struck In the 
face with a cue by Griffith. A chal- 
lenge to a duel was sent by Drake, but 
Grifith declared that the challenger 
was beneath his notice and that be 


would not demean himself socially by’ 


consenting to mect him. 

Then followed a long and wonly war- 
fare In which each posted the other as 
a cowarnl. Licutenant Duryee of the 
United States navy was called to make 
an effort to settle the dispute, and it 
was then that Miller, the lawyer, and 
Hunter, the midshipman, became in- 
volved In the quarrel. In the heated 
disenssion Hunter accused Miller of, 
publishing a confidential Ictter, and a 
challenge was at once sent by the mid- 
shipman and accepted by the attorney. 

It was decided that the duc! should 
be fought early ou Sunday morning of 
March 21, but it was nearly 10 o'clock 
before carriages containing the princl- 
pals, seconds and surgeons Ieft a house 
that stood on Chestnut street above 
Sixth. The presence of the company 
excited some suspicion at. Chester, 
where the party stopped for lunch, but 
they hurried. down the post road, tied 
their horses close to the highway and 
proceeded 200 yards behind g clump of 
trees that woukl shield them from ob- 
servation. 

As the sun was setting two pistol 
shots rang out simultaneously as one 
of the seconds counted “One, two, three 
—fire!” Hunter stood unharmed as the 
bajl from his.opponent’s pistol struck 
at his feet, but Miller. cried out that 
he was shot, placed one hand on his 
breast and fell with a bullet lying 
close to his heart. In a few minutes 
he died, while pale and anxious faces 
watched the convulsive breathing of 
the dying man. 

“Gentlemen,” sald Hunter, “I had no 
enmity against this man. I never 
heard of him until two days ago. Let 
those whose quarrel embroiled him be 
responsible for bis death.” 

After a burried consultation It was 
adccided that the midshipman should 
leave the state at once, and he was 
driven rapidly ‘to New Castle, Del. 
where he boarded a boat for New York 
and rejoined the navy. In order to 
hide the tragedy It was deckied to walt 
until dark and take Miller to Philadel- 
phia fu a carriage. 

Scating the dead man between them, 
two seconds held him In. an upright 
position on the long journey to Phila- 
delphia, News of the duel had reached 
Chester, and a crowd of men stood at 
Thind street bridge to ‘Intercept the 
carriages, The first buggy contained 
the surgeon, and, as his explanation 
was satisfactory, hc was permitted to 
preceed. The dead man in the second 
carriage was driven through the crowd 
without the ruse being detected, and 
at midnight the body was placed In a 
house In Walnut’ street, where vigil 
was kept by the seconds, who drank 
heavily to support them In the terrible 
strain under which they had been 
placed. 

Miller’s father sald that he held no 
malice against. Hunter, but the mid- 
hipman,- who was suspended for a 
year for punishment, was haunted by 
the specter of the dead man Ising on 
the bank of Naaman’s creek, slain by 
‘bis band, ‘and diced a‘prematurely old 
man after a lonely Ife, shut off from 
all hope of preferment in the nary. He 
was buricd by the newspaper men of 
New York, who erected a tombstoff 
over his grave. *

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A REAL SEWING ROOM. 


Necessity For Some and Luxury For 
Others, 

Happy Is a woman who can hare a 
real sewing room, a place where all 
stitching materials may be kept to- 
gether In apparent disorder, yet each 
where she can put her hands on It in 
& moment when the season's rush is 
on. 

If the room be no larger than to 
give place for machine, worktable and 
chair she may still rejoice, for scraps 
may fall to the floor unheeded, and 
picking up every moment Is unneces- 
sary. To be quite ideal there should 
be a place for a chest of drawers, and 
a long mirror should hang so that the 
bottom of skirts may be scen easily 
during a fitting. 

Sewing Is.qork that should be made 
as casy as possible, and the first step 
in this direction is to corer the floor 
and simplify cleaning. Best of all is a’ 
covering of unbleached muslin. This 
should be stitched in breadths and have 
loops at the corners only if the room is 
small If fairly large more loops In 
between will be required. Put thumb- 
screws Into the floor at spaces to cor- 
respond with the loops. Put down the 
muslin and fasten it to the screws. 
This will hold it firmly enough tn place, 
and yet at the end of the day, when 
hundreds of tiny scraps and pleces have 
fallen, the muslin can be lifted casily 
and en Into the trash barrel, thus 
entirely doing away with sweeping. 

The coving machine should be well 
placed for light, and an open mouth 
muslin bag hanging at one end will 
serve a receptacle for scraps that 
might ise fall. 

The machine chalr should be a 
straight one and perfectly comfortable 
when the scamstress is sitting proper- 
ly. A low rocker to use when doing 
hand sewing makes a pleasant and 
restful nee from the stiff, straight 
one, 





TO PACK A TRUNK. 


How the Task May Be Accomplished 
With Ease. 

In the. first place have the trunk 
where it can be casily removed by the 
expressman. 

“Underwear, shoes and stockings and 
other things which do not rumple easily 
should be placed first and articles re- 
quiriifg more care afterward. 

Tako each plece of clothing separatc- 
ly, lay it down and fold It neatly and

Easy Method ef Hastening the Bread 
to Rise. 

A beater, especially intended to ralse 
bread by means of the heat of a lamp 
has been recently patented by a Wis- 
consin man. As shown in the Illustra- 
tlon, the casing {fs of sheet Iron, the 
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MAKES THE DREAD RISE 


lower portion having openings for the 
admission of air. The casing Is bot- 
tomless, A partition having an open- 
lng In the center divides the upper and 
lower scctlons, a. lamp being: placed 
below this opening when, the heater Is 
In use. Supported above the opening 
is a deflecting cone, the polnt of the 
coue being directly over the lamp. 
Near the top of the upper flared section 
are a number of holes. The sides of 
the bread pan are flared, the edges of 
the pan neatly résting and fitting on 
the edge of the casing. The suppost- 
tion is that the hot air from the lamp 
rises and Is deflected by the cone, so 
that It reaches the sides of the bread 
pan and escapes through the holes at 
the top, preventing excess heat around 
the pan. The time saved by the use of 
this heater will be Instantly recoguized.

To this icing add a cupful of chopped 
raisins and the same of chopped nut 
meats—pecans are best—and fire figs 
shred Into thin strips. Ice the tops 
aud sides of the cake with this after 
filling it between the layers.

It was of Chincse manufacture and 
Was brought to Stamford from Glas- 
kow. Mrs. Stockdale In 1776 {s record- 
ed to have brought from the Island 
of Grenada, in the West Indies, the 
first umbrella seen in Cartmel, Lan- 
casbire. ~ é 

In 1779 Dr. Spens, a popular physl- 
clan, carried an umbrella In the strects 
of Edinburgh, and he is credited 
with introducing It Into the Scottish 
capital.’ John Jameson, a Glassow 
surgeon, visited Paris about 1781 or 
172 and brought back with him an 
umbrella, which was the first seen In 
Glaszow, where it attracted unusual 
attention. William Symington was the 
Grst person to carry an umbrella in 
Paisley. " 

It fs related by Horace Walpole in 
his_account of the punishment of Dr. 
Shebberere for libel, Dec. 5, 1758 that 
when he was in the pillory a‘ footman 
held over him an umbrelia to keep off 
the rain. This has been described 23 
en aristocratic style of bearing pun- 
ishment.

Women with the artistic eye havo 
lately been using in their homes rugs 
and floor mats woven of rags such as 
old fashioned carpets used to be made 
of, 

A weaver of rag carpets and rugs 
gives the following information for 
those who wish to change thelr rags 
: Into handsdme rugs: First, sort all the 
garments, odd picces, etc., laying them 
in beaps according to their color, white 
in one, anything in blue predominating 
in second, black in a third, all remain- 
{ng scraps, no matter what color, in 
another pile. 

The next step {fs to tear them Into 
strips a little over half an h wide. 
It will take one and a half pounds of 
these strips to make one yard of rag car- 
pet, and after tearing these should ‘be 
sewn together. Start the ends and join

Seneca, the defender, yesterday mak- 
ing the third consecutive win for that 
doat, and' the trophy therefore re- 
mains with the Rochester Yacht Club 
lor another year. If the conditions’, 
of the two previous events were tame 
ind monotonous, the “weather yester- 
jay made excitement enough for all. 
With, a stiff breeze from the south-* 
west blowing at the rate of ten miles,. 
which increased’ to a heavy gale at: 
the finish, to the accompaniment of 
a heavy sea, there was every oppor- 
tunity for testing the sailing powers’ 
ind staying qualities of the boats and. 
seamanship of skippers’ and crews. 
The start was at 11.15. Both boats 
made a very good start, Adele get-_ 
ting away slightly in the lead and 
with the windward position. The offi- 
rial time at the start was: Adele, 
11.15.10; Seneca, 11.15.13. The course 
was a triangle of seven miles each 
side, the first leg being ‘a beat north- 
westerly. From the weather buoy: 
there was a wach northeast by east 
a half east to ‘the eastern buoy, and 
the lass tcf was a run to the starting 
doint. 

Adele made the start under a sin- | 
zle reefed mainsail with small jib and 
at tt The defender carried whole j 
jails, 

Within two minutes of crossing the ' 
line Seneca had a lead of about a* 
quarter of a mile, and’ continued to" 
increase it for about half an hour. 

The Adele began to forge ahead, and 
tapidly closed the gap until, at-12.03, - 
she had gained a slight lead on the. 
Seneca. The wind by this time had 
increased to 25° miles ‘an hour and: 
a big sea got up, which forced most’ 
of the pleasure craft into the harbor. : 
The heavy weather seemed to call out 
all the Adele’s sailing qualities. She 
held on to her advantageous weather - 
position, and until over three parts of 
the first leg had been covered the’ 
Seneca gained very little. At 12.40 the - 
Seneca had opened up a considerable 
zap, round the first half ‘at 12.46.12, . 
the Adele following at 12.52.14. ; 

The Adele had behaved so well on 
the windward work that, with the 
favorable weather conditions, her 
backers began to hope that she might 
pull through first. This hope soon . 
vanished, however, when they saw 
the Seneca’s performance on the reach 
for the eastern buoy, which she round- 
ed over six minutes before the chal-- 
lenger, the official time being: Seneca, - 
1.33.19; Adele, 1.45.04, R

A TORNADO. 


The Spiral That Connects tho Earth 
With the Clouds. 

While in Kansas a few years ago I 
had a very clear view of a tornado. It 
was about ten miles distant, passing 
swiftly over the prairie. It presented 
the appenrance of a long rope about 
two feet In diameter. It extended 
from a dark, irregularly shaped cloud 
to the earth and was slightly curved. 
It was. of nearly aniform thickness 
and ‘leaned about thirty-five degrees 
from a perpendicular toward the cloud. 
A line drawn from where! stood to 
the cloud would have made an angie of, 
about forty degrees with the earth's 
surface. After this ropelike projection 
bad parted I noticed In the Irregular 
cloud a perfectly enaped spiral of sil- 
ver whiteness. It was shaped like a 
great auger and extended from the 
point where the funne! or rope had 
been connected with the cloud forward 
fn the direction the clead was moving. 
All around it was in wild commotion, 
but the spiral itself seemed to stand 
like a great white ribbon coiled auger 
shape and fixed secure. This splral at 
the time I caught sight of it was lying 
in a nearly horizontal position, the for- 
ward end being only slightly clerated. 
1 have never met any one who has 
seen this spiral in the tornado cloud,

There are quite a number of cere- 
monial fires lighted on St. John the 
Baptist’s eve. In Nottinghamshire 
part of the Yule log is kept till the 
following year, to be burned upon the 
next Christmas eve. The method is 
first to put a bit of last year’s log 
into the fireplace and burn it, then 
the fresh log must be put on the fire 
and allowed to burn for a little while. 
It is then taken off and burned a 
little every night until New Year’s 
eve, when it is put on the fire and con- 
sumed, with the exception of a por- 
tion which’is kept in the house until 
next Christmas Day. It is believed 
that the observance of this custom 
will “keep the witch away.” 

In Cornwall the practice obtains of 
resorting to the hearth and touching 
the cravel (the mantel stone across 
the head of an open chimney) with 
ie seeehens and casting‘into ant fire 
a han of dry gtass or anything 
picked up that will burn. This form 
of “hearth sacrifice” is arded as 
the most effectual means averting 
any impending ‘evils of a mysterious 
nature. 

All these customs, in various ways, * 
are derived from the sacred character 
with which our ancestors invested fire.

FRANCE AND CANADA. 


First Conference Regarding New Som- 
mercial Treaty. 


Messrs W. S. Fielding and L. P, 
Rrodeur, - reapectively Minister _ of 
Finance and Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries of Canada, recently, ha: 
their first formal conference with For- 
eign Minister Pichon concerning the 
new commercial arrangement betwecn 
Canada and the French Republic. 

After the conference Mr... Fielding 
dcclined to discuss the matter, ¢x- 
cept to declare that other meetings 
with French officials would follow 
The Associated Press, however, learns 
that France would like to have the 
minimum duty applied» to French 
silka, and that she seqks a more favor- 
able tariff on wines than that set forth 
in the agreement of 1883. 

One of the difficulties in the way cf 
the acceptance of the latter concss- 
sion was found in the sentiment for 
prohibition prevailing in’ Canada 
Canada desires to increase her list 
of exportable articles entitled to the 
minimum rate of. duty, particularly 
agricultural implements and the pro- 
ducts of farm and mine. 

Nothing definite was accomplished 
at the first meeting but there will be 
other conferences, at which the es- 
sential points of the negotiations wil! 
be made up. On the manner in which 
these are treated depends the pos- 
sibility’ of a final understanding.

Residents of British Columbia are 
marveling more than ever at the con- 
tinuation of the Indian potlaches. It 
is now quite a comnmon thing to read 
that some chief has held‘n potlach, 
and given away hundreds of blankets. 
Hut these ramors are hardly believed. 
Lately, however, the Indians have been 
more indifferent to the visits of the 
white men who are settled more close- 
ly to the Indian villages, and thus 
true stories of these remarkable pot- 
laches are now at hand: f 

A great feast is held and.a program 
arranged. Usually the auction of In- 


dian girls is the first feature of the. 


program. *GirJs from nine to fifteen 
ate sold to the highest bidder. Thay 
bring from $500 to* $2,000; and this 
money is used to buy blankets to give 
away or potlach. 

The first item in the program over, 
some sub-chief collects his tribe 
nround him eancé gives away in blan- 
kets all he has earned during the tish- 
ing season. The bigger chiefa ‘hen 
start giving blankets, and the rivalry 
batween chiefs sometimes ends in 
cormplete beggary with both chiefs. it 
is all n question of honor and dignity. 
With the Siwash Indians, a rich chief 
is of ‘no account, if he hoards his 
riches beyond’ a year. He must raise 
money by hook or crook and the more 
he raises the greater he is, but only 
if he gives it all away atthe first pot- 
lach of his people. “Thus it would ap- 
pear that the white man-and the In- 
dian are entirely at variance in such 
matters. : : :

_ The owner-on his part is ex! 
to prepare the ‘soil, plant and care 
for the trees, and do all-the actual 
work in.connection with planting, and 
this work is tobe done in accordance 
with directions of/ an officer of the 
department. The one doing the plant- 
ing ‘ia also to agree to! provide protec- 
tion for the planted ‘trees’ against ani- 
mals, and, where necessary, against 
fire'as well: 

The owners of the land will be re- 
Awe to allow public’ inspection of 

¢ planted area whenever this can 
be done without injury to the crops. 
No trees will be furnished for town 
or village lots, or for ornamental pur- 
poses, and all trees sent out, with the 
exception ‘of those for schools, 
must be either for use as windbreaks 
or for the production of wood. 

The department does not undertake 
to distribufe nursery stock of such 
specics ax oak, walnut, and other 
trees which grow from nuts, but where 
the owner can obtain nuts in his own 
locality, the department will give ad- 
vice as to methods of collecting and 
storing. 

Those who desire to take advant- 
age of this offer for planting during 
the present spring should apply at 
once to BE. J. Zavitz of the O. A. C., 
Guelph. Forms of application can be 
had on writing that-gentleman. The 
department reservea the right to re- 
fuse applications when, in the opin- 
ion of the officer in charge, the loca- 
tion offered is not a suitable one. 


Some Varieties Available For Planting 
The planting material which the dc- 


for windbreaks, consists of Norway 
spruce. Where only one row of trecs 
is to planted, they should ‘be plac- 
ed cig eet apart. Where two rows 
desired, they should be ten feet 
apart in the row, with eight feet be- 
tween the rows. The plants available 
for this work are 12 to 15 inches high, 
and it may be advisable to plant these 
in a garden and cultivate them for a 
year or two before transplanting. If 
they are to be placed in their final 
location at once, it is advisable to cul- 
tivate in some manner. g 

Planting material available for the 
protection of stock in permanent pas: 
ture sonsists of-native elm and box 
elder, or Manitoba maple. Trees for 
this purpose should be planted six 
feet apart each way, and cultivated 
for two or three seasons. The trees 
will, of course, be required to be pro- 
tected from stock until they become 
large enough to take care of themsel- 
ves. a

For Wood Lot Planting. 


The department prefers that regular 
wood lot plantations shall be made in 
waste portions of the farm, such as 
steep hill sides, sandy, rocky, or grav- 
elly spots, swamp lands, or portions of 
the farm cut off by streams or other- 
wise. Such lands, the department 
maintains, can usually be profitably 
devoted to wood production if the 
proper species of timber is planted. 

Where waste land is to be planted 
with such timber as white pine, the 
work of planting can be carried out 
at the rate of one acre a day by from . 
two to four men: In some waste sandy | 
lands a man and a boy can plant one 
acre a day. If a farmer has several 
acres of such land, he can obtain from | 
the O.A.C. enough material to plant } 
two acres each year for a number of 
years, until the whole areca is covered. , 

Trees As Fonce Posts. | 

It is suggested that a solution of the ; 
fence post problem may be found in | 
planting trees along’ permanent fence | 

ines, to be used as posts when large 
enough. This ean be provided for by 
fastening a light strip of soft wood to ! 
these trees, and fence wire may then | 
be attached without injury. The 
planting material for this purpose | 
available consists of box elder or 
Manitoba maple, black locust, and 
hardy catalpa. The catalpa should be 

only on the best soil in the 
southern pers of the province, and 
trees for this purpose should be plant- |

ADVENTURE WITH NOOSE. 


Trapper In Danger of Being Trampled 
to Death, Saved by Dogs. 


Angus Le Sage, who has just re- 
turned from a ap over his trapping 
trail at the 24-mile post on the Gun- 
flint road, Minriesota, tells of a thrill- 
ing adventure he had with oa moose, 
in which he narrowly escaped being 
stamped to death, and was saved only 
by his dogs. Ese 

Le Sage, who has been trapping in 
that vicinity all winter, started re- 
cently to pick up his traps and close 
camp. On the trail in the vicinity 
of Clearwater Lake the two dogs 
which were accompanying the trap- 
per, and which had gone on abcad 
were barking furiously, and when 
their master caught up with them he 
found that they held a monster moose 
at bay. The big animal stood square- 
ly in the trail, and was menacing the 

ogs with its horns. Le Sage, with- 
out thought of danger, attempted to 
take a hand in the fun, starting to- 
ward the animal, and inciting the dogs 
to renew the attack by clapping his 
hands. ‘ 

As soon as the moose enw its hu- 
man enemy # charged fiercely at him, 
and the trapper, in attempting to 
make a sharp turn, became entangled 
in his snowshoes, and fell heavily to 
the ground. The animal was almost 
upon him, and had its ‘hoofs raised 
to beat his liforout when the dogs, 
seeing their masters’ peril, attacked 
the moose fiercely from behind. This 
cau a diversion, and the upraised 
hoof of the animal descended on the 
prostrate man’s leg instead of upon 
his_ head.

; Our Australian Trade. 

The Department of Trade and Com- 
merce has received a report from J.S. 
Larke and D. H. Ross. Canadi:n 
trade agents in Sydney | and Mel 
botirne, Australia, respectively. _ 

This year’s harvestin Australia will 
probably be below the average ow- 
ing to the dry weather. Good pros- 
pects for developing a good leather 
trade with Australia are reported, 
provided Canadian firms will devote 
sufficient attention to the Australian 
market. 

Canada’s trade with Australia shows 
a satisfactory increase. Australia im- 
ports’ from Canada last year totaled 
£303,751, an increase over the pre- 
ceedin; r-6f over $350,000. The in- 
crease was. principally in ~ textiles,’ 
drugs, apples, ‘paper, spirits and 
vegetables.

John Burns’ Msasure Passes Hou 
of Commons—Rigid Regulations. 
London, Aug. 17.—The pure food bill 

introduced by John Burns, president 
of the Local Government Board, was 
adopted in the House of Commons 
yesterday. This bill enables the Board. 
of Trade to institute stringent regu: 
lations for the “‘prevention of the 
danger arising to the public health 
from the importation, preparation, 
storage and distribution of impure ar- 
ticles of food.” 

In the course of the final discus- 
sion on the measure, Mr. Burns pro- 
mised that the Local Government 
Board would see that no partiality 
was shown any interests, home, for- 
eign or colonial, in the enforcement 
of the measure. 

The bill, he said, was absolutely 
necessary, especially as some of the 
colonies which had made such a fuss 
about sending Great Britain only the 
best food were already withdrawing 
the regulations which ensure whole- 
someness. He heard also, Mr. Burns 
continued, “from countries not colo- 
nies,” that the ‘‘so-called vigorous re- 
gulations already. had been relaxed, 
and that things were drifting to the 
lax conditions, the revelations — of 
which a year ago had shown that 
Great Britain was in danger. —

Full Agreement Reached Regarding 
Macedonia ard Morocco. 

Ischl, Austria, Aug. 17.—King Ed- 
ward has arrived here on his visit to 
Emperor Francis Joseph. The ex- 
changes between the two monarchs 
were cordial, and certain political mat-’ 
ters were discussed and cleared up 
satisfactorily. 

After a formal exchange of visits 
the Emperox took his guest to a fam- 
ily breakfast at the Imperial villa.

The other, which was put on over It, 
was large and of beautifully figured 
linen. It was skillfully folded in such 
n way that, as a book of that time 
says, “It resembled a winding river, 
gently rufMficd by a little breeze, for 
among very many little folds were 
here and there great bubbles.” 

It must have required much art and 
care to make dishes, plates, saltcellars, 
sauce dishes and glasses stand steadily 
in the midst of this undulating sea 
and among those “bubbles” and puffy 
folds, 

However, the fashion had only a 
short existence, as is apt to be the case 
with unpractical fashions, nnd toward 
the latter part of the century a single 
cloth, laid flat and touching the floor 
on all sides of the table, came into gen- 
eral use. ;

Rangers May Be Employed to Safe- 
Keep Them.

Jarvis, who was sen’ north in June 
into the Mackenzie River country, 
reports that the destruction of | bul- 
falo is done by poachers, who have 
headquarters at Smith Landing, about 
400 miles north of Athabaska Land- 
ing, and recommends that the whole 
Mackenzie River district be patrolled 
in order to prevent this slaughter. 

Col. Fred White is of opinion that 
the best method would be to set aside 
& reserve and employ trained rangers 
to gradually drive the buffalo from 
the north down into this reserve, 
where they could be casily protected.

They are 
of the long-haired kind; known as 
wood buffalo, and their akins are very 
valuable, while a buffalo head is now 
worth upwards of $250.

DAYS LOST THROUGH STRIKES. 


Forty-One Labor Disputes In Canada 
: During June. 


The total number of trade disputes 
reported to have been in existence int 
Canada during June, was 41, a de- 
crease of eight, com with tha 
previous month, but an increase of 11 
compared with June, 1906. About 262 
establishments 5.728 empiozes 
were affe by these dispates, whosé 
beginning during the month involved 
about 78 establishments and 3,724 
employes. : 

Thie loss of time to emPioyes through 
trade disputes during June was ap- 
proximately 54,710 working days, com- 
pared with a loss of 83,325 days in 
May, and 38,215 days in June, 1903. 

Of the 41 disputes in existence, dur- 
ing the month. 23 were terminat:j; 
cither by definite settlements peingz- 
reached, or by industrial conditions’ 
ceasing to be affected. Thirteen dis-’ 
putes were terminated by negotiations 
between the parties concerned, two 
were settled by conciliation, one 
through the friendly medietion of the. 
Department of Labor, and one through 
the Bureau of Conciliation of Que- 
bec, and eight disputes were termiuat- 
ed without negotiations. : 

In seven disputes that were termin- 
nted the employers were successful, 
ten ended in favor of the employes. 
compromises were affected in’ three 
cases, and in two the strikers were 
partially successful.

—Violence Gives Way to Softer 


Methode—Many Jewel Robberies. - 


The seriea of extremely clever thefts 
which have recently baffled the Eng- 
lish police and. astounded the public 
by their brilliant audacity has drawn 
attention to an unpleasant feature in 
the crime of the country—the growth 
of offences against property, and of 
offences which have been committed 
by persons who do not belong to the 
hereditary criminal class. 

_ That the more serious offences are 
increasing while petty crime is de- 
creasing is well known to those famil- 
iar with our criminal courts. Take 
for instance, the latest figures relat- 
ing to indictable offences. In tha 
latest statistical year they had reach- 
ed 61,463, as against 59,960 in the 
previbus year, and the annual aver- 
age of 58,478 during the five years 
next preceding. Similarly, while the 
annual average number of reons) 
convicted of serious crime-in the five 
p¥cceding years amounted to 184,987, 
during this latest year the number 
reached the high total of 196,861.

irected against property. n . 
nine-tenths of the eine of the coun- 
try consists of offences against other: 

ple’s property, and this proportion, 
high as it is, is steadily increasing, 
while crime * the person is rat- 
ably diminishing. Violence, in fact, 
is iving place to cunning and edu- 
cated effort, and striking evidence of 
this is shown in the’ fact that of- 
fences against property ‘accompanied 
with violence are steadily decreasing. 
Out of a percentage of 179.06 offences 
against property per 100,000 of popu- 
lation, as many as 157.65 are now un- 
accompanied by violence. 

Ingenuity, Not Violence. 

Some of the chief police authorities 
attribute this diversion of the crimin- 
al habit to education. Education has 
converted the assaulting @obber into 
an ingenious thief; and many ingeni- 
ous eves into highly fracdulant 
persons. The weapon of offence is ba 
coming more often a cunning trick) a 
clever stratagem, a lying prospectus, 
fraudulent’ imitation, adulteratien, 
and the like. To give but one in- 
stance of the latter, in one police dis- 
trict no fewer than 47 per cent. of the 
trade samples taken for analysis were 
found to adulterated. © More sori- 
ous crimes against property, however. 
are rampant; and in Liverpool alone, 
in the latest. statistical year, ~ there 
were 1,171.28 per. 100,000 of popula- 
tion, as against 570.27 per 100,069 ten 
years ago. They. have practically 
doubled in ten years. :

It would be dangerous to attribute 
this growth of theft and larceny to’ 
one cause, but the head constable of;

carried on. It is safer and more pro- 
fitable nowadays to eschew violence.

"NEW MAP OF CANADA. 
eer ee 

Bsing Prepared by Government, Giv- 
ing Minute Details of Country. 


- In 1904 the military men of Canada 
began to agitate the question of mak- 
ing a better map of the country. 
They said that no map existing gave 
just the information that Sonia be 
especially’ neaded if the’ Dominion 
should ever have the misfortune to 
be invaded by a hostile army. nae 
first-rate maps of Canada, they said, 
should show all the ronua and even 
the paths and trails, the elevations 
and depressions of the surface, or, in 
other words, the land férms, all tho 
drainage, including the brooks that 
unite to make the river or swell their 
volume, the distribution of all the 
forests and’ even the location of the 
houses, ‘oxcepting in towns, where 
guyz crowded too closely together 
to be shown on a general map. 

All such facts are of great import- 
ance in planning a campaign, in se- 
lecting a line of march, in provision- 
ing an army or in choosing favorable 
ground on which to give battle. The 
thought is much. more pleasant that 
such maps have their great usefulness 
also in immense volume and variety 
of useful information may be ex- 
pressed on them; and the Canadians 
thought it over and decided to make 
one of these fine meps of the eettled 
parts of their country. 

Surveys Organized. 

So the surveys of the division of the 
Department of Militia and Defence 
was organized and the work of mak- 
ing the surveys on which to base the’ 
map began. It was started on’a mod- 
est scale, and thus far, only $20,000 
® year has been expended on the sur- 
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mn 


sorry 


vey. More than 6,500 pquare jles 
haye now heww surveyed Sree 


Ontario, beginning in the region be- 
tween Niagara Falls and Detroit, and 
the work is now to be pushed toward 
Montreal. - 

The Canadians decided that at first 
they would not make the work £0 ex- 
pensive as that of our topographic 
survey. It is enough to say here of 
their methods of work that while they 
are thoroughly scientific they are,not 
carried as yet quite to the point of 
refinement and exactitude which we 
maintain in our survey. The Cana- 
dian surveyors working near the bor- 
der have had the advantage of being 
able to tie their survey to our own 
and s0 many points of accuracy are 
ready made to their hand. They aro 
aiming to attain closely approximate 
necuracy, so that the resulting maps 
will excellently serve all practical 
purposes. It is only just to say that 
the remarkable maps they sre now 
producing prove that they are reap- 
ing the result. 

Delight to the Eye. 

The five or six map sheets thus far 
produced areja delight to the cye and 
a, gratification to all who know what 
good maps are. The cartography ‘is 
in the best style, and the scale, one 
mile to an inch, is as large as that 
used by any Government in/its gen- 
eral map of the country, excepting 
in the new map of Franc, of which 
only a few shgpts have yet been pro- 
duced: Everybody knows that on so 
large a scale the refined processes of 
up-to-date cartography can clearly ex- 

ress a great ount of information; 
Bat it will sufprise many to learn 
that in the variety and abundance of 
facts which the fans are record- 
ing on these shects they are abreast 
of any other nation and in somo re- 
‘ppects they arc leading the way. 

By the use of ingenious symbolism, 
plain and simple, and therefore not 
tiresome, much ~ information ~ never 
seen before on similar maps is given. 
All countries on their mile to the inch 
maps show ‘the tion of residences 
outside of city limits, but the aa 
bol on the Canada map for a dwellin 
place in black means that it is a 
wooden hotise, or in red, that it is 
stone or brick.

THE FSLMA TROPHY. 
Historic Competition to Take Place In 


= Canada This Year. 

7 re 
A match, open to military riflemen 
of the world, will be shot for the his- 
toric Palma trophy at the Rockliffe 
range, near Ottawa, Canada, on Sept. 
7 of this year. Teams from England, 
Canada and the United States have 
already entered, and there may be 
entries from other countries. 

The Palma trophy was a creation of 
Centennial year, 1876. ‘he sum of 
$1,500 was raised by public subscrip- 
tion for its purchase. Invitations to 
compete in a rifle match were sent to 
all the principal countries of the 
world. The original conditions were: 
Teams of eight men, from any coun- 
try, armed with any rifle, to shoot at 
600, 900 and 1,000 yards, thirty ‘shots 
at each range, the contest to continue 
over two days. 

In the initial match, that of 1876, 
teams representing Scotland, Ireland, 
Australia, Canada and the United 





States were entered and competed. 
The American team won the match 
with a score of 3,126, the other scores 
being: Ireland, 3,104; Scotland, 3,063; 
Australia, 3,062; Canada, 2,923. In 
1903 the contestants met upon the Bis- 
ley range in England. Teams repre- 
senting Great Britain, Canada, 
France, Australia, Norway, Natal and 
the United States, seven in all, com- 
pet: This was the greatest battle 
or the trophy which had taken place 
since the initial trial in 1876. The 
Amcrican_team finished first, with a 
score of 1,570, thus beating the record. 
made by the British team in Canada 
the-year before by 11 points; Great 
Britain was second with 1,555; Can- 
ad#;—1518; Australia, 1,501; Natal, 
L3985.Norway, 1,241; and France, 
1,230. = =

This match was marked by an ab- 
sence of misses on the part of any 
member of the American or British 


teams. E -shot fired by them

After the American team had return 


ed to the United States a controversy 
arose conceming the barrels used by 
them. These barrels, while of the scr- 


vice type, were of private make, and 
should have been> a nticated by 
the United States mili authorities. 
This was not done, ani technically 


the American riflemen were in the 
wrong. This error was acknowledged 
by the return of the trophy to the 
National Rifle Association of Great 
Britain. It has remained in their pos- 
session since that time, no other con- 
test having been arranged until this 


year. 

It is confidently expected that the 
struggle for first place on Sept. 7 will 
be a close one. The teams should be 
very well matched, and it is probable 
that but few points will separate them 
at the finish. 


A VICTORY FOR B.C.

Vancouver island Settlers’ Act, a Pro- 
vinical Act, Is Constitutional. 


The Privy Council has recently giv- 
en judgment in McG rv. ui- 
mault and Nanaimo Railway Co. 2

a unique contest between the British 
Columbia Government and the C.P.R: 
to test the validity of the Vancouver 
Island settlers’ act,’a provincial ‘act 
pees in 1904. It is a test action on 

alf of hundreds of ‘settlers and in- 
volves the title to the surface rights, 
minerals and timber on the 160 acres 
each now held under that act within 
the belt of land granted to that rail- 
way in the days of its control by Rob- 
ert Dunsmuir, father of the present 
Lieujsnant-Governor. 

The 0.P.R.. which has acquired that 
company’s rights, is not unwilling that 
the settlers should have the surface, 
but the-company claims absolute title 
to the minerals and the timber under 
the: gran’. of the lo2ds svithin . the 
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rallway belt by the” Dominion™ tov- 
ernment, Although failing at the trial, 
the company was successful u: ap- 

al to the full court-of British Co- 
umbia upon the contention that the 
act of 1904 was unconstitutional, pre- 
suming ‘to grant to settlers Jands not 
‘within the jurisdiction of the Pro- 





Against thnt decision the Provincial 
Government, on behalf of Donald Mc- 
Gregor and the other settlers, appeal! 
ed to the Judicial ‘Committce of the 
Privy Council. The Government was 
compelled to take this course, having 
in that act promised to™“astert and 
defend the grant and the rights of t 
scttlors at the expense of the Crown.” 
The act defined sottler as ‘fone hav- 
ing, prior to the date of its passing, 
1994, occupied or improved lands 
within the railway belt with the bona- 
fide intention of living thereon.” 
















KIPLING CAUSED HOODOO. 


s 

Fishermen Dreaded His Book—Ships 
Went to. the Bottom. 

-When Kipling wrote “Captains 
Courageous,”’ a sea tale of the deep- 
sea fishing industry as practiced on 
the Grand Banks of Newfoundland by 
the hardy inariners of Gloucester, 
Mass., and the other New England 
ports, the. hoary-headed salts of. these 
places declare that he perpetrated 
the worat “hoodoo” against that in- 
dustry in the<afnals of the fishing 
business of the north Atlantic. 

Soon alter the publication of ‘Kip- 
ling’s book the fleet of fishing schoon- 
ers began to diminish alarmingly. 
The Army Knight figured in the book 
as the Carrie Pitman. She was pic- 
tured as the comedian of the ficet. 
that was always in trouble and would 
break adrift on the banks on every 
conceivable occasion compelling ves- 
sels at anchor to leeward of her to 
trip their “kedges” and seek new 
moorings at unearthly hours lest 
they should be damaged, if not sunk 
by her. Fisher folk were represented 
as saying of her: “‘She don’t do much 
‘cep’ drift; there ain’t no anchor 
made’! hold her.” She sunk whil 
on a voyage along shore from Bucks- 
port to Rockland. She was within a 
mile of the beach when she met her 
fate, and there was not enough wind 
to enable the crew to run her aground, 

~ Succession of Losses. 

The Martha M., another vessel 
which did-service in Kipling’s volume, 
was really the Mary N., & well- 
known schooner from~ Bucksport, 
which sunk with all hands on a froz- 
en herring voyage from Newfound- 
wie he spring of 1902. The We'ra 

ere, thd entre of the little sea 
drama which the book embodies, was 
really the Andalusia, a_ Gloucester 
trawics! which sunk somewhere off 
Sable Island in an equinoxial gale 
and carried down her whole crew 
with her. A third of his group to 
meet this disaster was the Hope of 
Prague, identified by the fact that 
“Nick Brady’s her skipper, the meam 
est man on the banks.”’ : 

So might the category be continued 
—full twenty strong. At least that 
number have vanished ‘beneath the 
wave since “Captains Courageous” 
was written. The last of the fleet 
he named therein, the Prince LeBoo, 
went down two years ago, and her dis- 
astrous end marked the extinction of 
ll the “thoodoo” fleet as they came 
to be known, and the raising of the 
ban’ which, it was feared, would ex: 
tend to others of the flotilla engaged 
in this industry. : : 

“Jonah” Ban Removed. 

What is very remarkable is the fact 
that all of the crafts in question were 
fine and well built fabrics, which in 
the judgment of competent fishermen 
were good for many years of service: 

It was no less surprising a circum, 
stance that in a pursuit so frequent 
with hazard and perils the fact shoul 
be offered as a et for the loss o 
these vessels that Kipling was a “‘Jo 
nah” and put the evil eye on them, 
Other vessels have gone to bottoni 
without arousing any such comment, 
and other tragedies in the. trawling 
fleet have wiped out whole crews 
, whose very names are now forgotten. 
The point, however, is well taken_by 
the*fisherfolk that since the Kipling 
vessels have all gone to the bottom 
the percentage of losses of ships and 
men in the Gloucester fleet has’ very 
materially lessened, and that the last 
two years have witnessed fewer of 
these tragedies. than any other scasori 
in the history of the New’ England 
fisheries for_the last half century,

Moses by the law of adoption took 
the rank of one ;who was well born. 
He was the adopted son of Pharaoh's 
daughter. He was the heir apparent 

f the greatest throne on earth, Hoe 
had all that wealth and position and 
honor could give him. He was born 
great. He was rocked in a golden 
cradle and fed out of a golden spoon 
and had servants innumerable to ran 
his bidding. When he was carried 
forth in one of the royal chariots the 
people used to kneel and say, “There 
goes the child who will one day rule 
over us as king.” In thé sight of the 
law he was not a pauper,.a slave or 
na Hebrew. He had been raised to 
royal rank. All that he had to do 
was to Lae} his lips closed, and he 
might live in r 
throne. And yet this Egyptian prince, 
this adopted child of Pharaoh's daugh- 
ter, was ready to surrender all of 
kingly power in order to be a follower 
of the true God.’ Now, every effect 
must have a logical cavse. A man 
does not surrender a great prize of life 
just for a whim.—There must have 
been some great impelling force in 
Moses’ life to have led him to serve 
God and éspouse the ‘cause of the He- 
brew slave.

When 
they take a book they can read it 
through and repeat the pages almost 
verbatim. They can index their minds 
so that you can hardly ask them o 
question which they. cannot answer. 
They are like some of the honor stu- 
dents of our college days who always 
stood at the head of their classes, yet 
i when they entered life’s struggle they 
were abject failures because they nev- 

er could create any new ideas of their 
{ own. Like sheep, they may be led, 
but, unlie the shepherds, they can- 
not hunt up new pastures, and when 
lost they have not intelligence enough 
to pioneer their way into a safe fold.

TO PRESERVE LAKE FISH. 


Canadian Makss Plea Before United 
States Fishermen. 


“Canada.'is now contriljuting 86 
pee cent. of the lake fish consumed 
in the United States.” This’ state- 
ment was made by E. Kelly Evans 
ef Toronto in a paper read before the 
National Convention at Erie, Pa, re 
cently. “The ‘international problem 
of the proper regulation ‘of fisheries 
of the great Iakes’* was the subject 
of Mr. Evans’ paper, and in it he 
treated the boundary question from 
the side ofa Canadian. He explain-. 
ed) that the lake fishcries of Canada 
are practically: controlled at the pres- 
ent day by capitalists from the Unit- 
ed States. 

“We know,” he said, “that vast 
quantities of food fish far below the 
legal size are ‘taken over to Uncle 
Sam’s domain. and that is our parti-. 
cular sore spot. We have laws regu- 
lating this feature, but it is: perfect- 
ly obvious that their intent is defeat- 
ed by this practice of the American 
fish companies.”” The Canadian ex- 
pert suggested the advisability of an 
international conference to take up 
the problem. .Following this sugges- 
tion a resolution was introduced and 
unanimously passed directing the exe- 
cutive committee of the sogicty. to 
communicate with the governors and 
heads of the fish commissions ‘in the 
several states bordering on the lakes, 
with President Roosevelt, the Gover- 
nor-General of Canada and the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the Province of 
Ontario, with a view to inducing each 
of them to appoint delegates to attend 
en informal internaticnal conferenos 
at_some convenient | date.

Immigration from the United States 
into Canada continues to decrease. 
The returns for April and May show 
the total number reported as cross- 
ingat all frontier points as 16,535, 
ns compared: with 19,710 in the same2 
months of 1906, a decrease of 16 per 
cent. At the ocean ports there was 
an increase of 39 per cent.—namely, 
73,193 for the two months this year 
against 52,794 in the some months of 

906.

THE CHILTREN HUNDREDS. 
How Members of British Parliament 


Resign Their Seats. 


“Mr. Edward Blake, M.P. for 
South Longford, has applied for the 
Stewardship of the Chiltern Hun- 
dreds.”"—Cable Despatch. 

What are the Chiltern Hundreds? 

Government is full of ‘‘make ‘be- 
lieves,’’ especially in Great Britain. 
One of the “amiable traditions”. of 
the British system is that a member 
of Parliament cannot pain his seat. 
But although he is not allowed to ro- 
sign, he may nevertheless retire from 
Parliament at his pleasure. The thing 
is easy; he merely asks to be ap- 
pointed steward of the ChiHern Hun- 
dreds. It is the theory of the British 
Constitution that when a member of 
Parliament accepts office under the 
Crown, he must obtain the consent 
of his constituents. Thus his sent is 
vacated; and he must be elected again 
after his appointment if he wishes to 
accept the new office, 

,A member who wishes to retire 
from Parliament applies for this nom- 
inal office of steward of the Chiltern 
Hundreds, is appointed, thereby va- 
cates his scat, and then immediately 
résigns his stewardship, s0 that the 
situation is open for the next mem- 
ber who wishes to retire. It is inter- 
esting to note how the custom was 
perpetuated. 

A crown steward is custodiin of 
one of the manors, hundreds. or hon- 
ors belonging to the royal demesne. 
The manors were Anglo-Saxon town- 
ships, and hundreds were collections 
of townships within a’ given “shire. 
The abuses perpetrated by these stew- 
ards led to the reduction of their 
numbers, until finally, under Charles 
IT., nearly- all the stewardships wero 
abolished. 

One of the few crown stewardships 
which survived was that of tho’ three 
genireds eA kad County 
of Bucks. rou, ion 
the Chiltern Hills.° From the earliast 
Norman times this property has been 
“in the hands of the Lord the mines 

In’ 1750, the constitutional fiction 
here noted above came into practice. 
In that your, the stewardship of the 
Chiltern Hundreds was conferred up- 
on John Pitt,’ M.P., solely that he 
might vacate his seat. It has been

DGMINIGH OF NEW ZEALAND. 


Chanze of. Name Cause of General 
Satisfaction. 


“The announcement which was 
made at the opening of the New Zea- 
iand Parliament, that the Home Gov- 
ernment had: consented to advise the 
King to raise the status of the colony 
to that of a dominion. should the New 
Zenlsnd Parliament pass a resolution 
to that effect, will be received with 
general satisfavion in the Empire,” 
says The London Standard. “In the 
Act of July 9, 1900, constituting the 
Avstralian Commonwealth, provision 
was made for the incorporation of 
New Zealand. The suggestion was not 
regarded with favor by New Zealand, 
and there if now, of course, no longer 
any chance of its adoption. The 
Dominion of Canada was constituted 
when the Upper and Lower Provinces 
were united in 1867. Represgntative 
Government was granted to Nova Sco- 
tia in 1758, to New Brunswick in 1785, 
and in 1791 to Upper Canada, which 
included the country above Mont- 
teal and to the original French ‘col- 
ony, which was reconstituted by the 
name of Lower Canada. *Responsible 
Government was granted to the North 
American colonies in 1841, as the re- 
sult of Lord Durham's mission.

If the holds are fitted with steam 
pipes, the steam is at once turned on; 
otherwise holes are cut In the deck, 
just large enough to admit the nozzles 
of the fire hose, ard water is vigorous- 
ly pumped Into the hold. 

In oue form of extinguishing ap- 
paratus, ‘Instead of steam or water, 
sulphurous fumes are injected into 
the hold, the fumes being generated 
in a machine specially fitted for that 
purpose. This injection method Is 
highly effective and rarely falls if the 
pipes are properly placed in each hold. 
The steam or fumes ‘are turned on 
from tho upper deck. 

If a fire breaks out In the hold and 
assumes such dimensions that steam 
Injection 1s powericss to check It, the 
vessel Is, when possible, got into shal- 
low water and, if necessary, beached. 

In ayy case the sea cocks of the par- 
ticular hold are opencd and the hold 
allowed to fill with water. This can 
usually be done with very Uttle fcar 
of the vessel forndcring, as modern 
built ships are divided iute many com- 
partments separated by strong water 
tight bulkheads of steel or irop. Such 
is the buoyancy of a vessel so con- 
structed that Instances have been 
known of a craft remaining afloat with 
only one or two of these compartments 

If the burning hold ts a very large 
one and by flooding it with water 
there fs danger of the vessel founder- 
ing, the cargo in another hold is 
thrown overboard or “jettisoned,” as 
it is calied at sea, to counteract the 
weight of water admitted into the first

English Ship Finally Towed Into Har~ 
bor After Stirring Voyzge. 
A thrilling account of the sufferings 











; of the crew of the sailing ship Dyno- 


mene, which left the Tyne for San 
Francisco, has been received at South 
Shields by the parents of John Pat- 
terson, whose son was on board. When 
off Cape Horn the vessel encountered 
a terrific storm, the sea running 
mountains high. Every stitch of can- 
vas was torn into ribbons, and all 
movable articles were swept off the 
decks. The huge iron jibboom waa 
cut clean off by a big sea, whilst’ an- 
other wrecked the meat safe, which 
weighed over a ton. Three of the 
seamen were terribly injured. Two 
managed to crawl under the fore- 
castle head for shelter, but the third 
was washed about the deck, and fin- 
ally got jammed between the foremast 
and the winch. x

Passing of Scotland :Yard. 

Old Scotland Yard)~for nearly a 
hundred years the headquarters of 
the London ‘police, is about to dis- 
appear to mnk way for the construc- 
tion of a grand new thoroughfare ex- 
tending frem Whitechapel to North- 
umberland avenue, and with it one 
of the most familiar landmarks of the 
British metropolis—a landmark en- 
joying a world-wide celebrity — will 
vanish, says ar English press corre- 
spondent. It owes its name to the 
fact that its site was formerly occu- 
pied by a splendid palace, built for 
the reception of the Scottish mon- 
archs when they visited London to 
do homage to the kings of Eng!and 
for their fiefs in’ Cumberland and 
Westmoreland.

The vault at St Giles’s is required 
for a new heating apparatus, and 
permission was granted by the pres~ 
ent Lord Lucas to remove the cof- 
fins for re-interment in the church- 
yard. It was in the journey to!the 
churchyard that the cleavage was 
caused in the coffin containing Lord 
John’s remains, and the mystifying 
fluid streamed out. | 

The incident recalts Inany supersti- 
tions as to the bleeding of bodies af- 
ter death, such as being signs to the 
living that deceased: had met with 
foul play, or was anxious to warn 
survivors of impending disasters. 

A practical solution of the occur- 
rence was given ‘on Saturday okour 
Colchester correspondent by Dr. Hen- 
ry Laver, F.S.A., the president of the 
Essex Archacological Society, and a 
great authority upon matters scienti- 
fic. He at once enid that it was not 
blood at all that came out of the cof- 
fin. “If you ret a body buried in 
an hermetically sealed lead coffin,” 
he added, “‘liquid exudes and cannot 
get out or dry up. It is a red liquid. 
and when cleavage is made it runs 
out looking like blood, but ia .not 
blood at all.” 

Dr. Laver went on to explain that 
the lead coffins @f to-day were not so 
perfect as in olden times. Then they 
were cast. Modern ones are made of 
rolled ‘lead, and the joints give way 
where they have been lead soldered. 
In the old coffins of cast lead there 
were no joints to give way. 

The old Roman coffins were made 
with burnt joints, and are perfectly 
good to-day, as witness specimens in 
Colchester museum.

Small Stipends Create What Is Really 
“Modern Simony.” 


A fashionable congregation filled St. 
Peter’s Church, Eaton Square, Lon- 
don, when the Bishop of London 
preached recently on behalf of the 
Queen Victoria clergy fund. Dealing 
with the special o}ject for which he 
made an appeal, he said that in this 
country there were 5,334 benefices un- 
der £200 a year, and 1,139 under £100. 
The fact was that these clergy were 
weighted with the problem how to 
make ends meet, and were worn out 
and hurried into their graves before 
their time. Only this week the wife 
of a bishop told him how it cut her to 
the heart when, during a visit to ons 
of the dioceses, she found that a 
clergyman’s daughter had got up at 6 
in the morning: in order to clean t 
boots of the guests in the honge. 
Again, only recently in the coutitry 
a vicar’s wife said to him, in confi- 
dence: 

“The truth of the matter is we have 
not one penny in the house.” 

He often felt that words were use- 
less to describe the rottenness of the 
system of a church that would leave 
such a scandal as that. How was it 
possible for a man to do his work and 
preach his sermons when weighed 
down by a terrible cross he was never 
meant to bear? Such a state of things 
led to what they might call ‘the 
now simony,” because, instead of get- 
ting the best man for the post in the 
Church, it led to the asking of the 
question, “Has he any private 
means?”

was by intimidation from Wiarton, 
which had no jurisdiction in the mat- 


ter. 
} Philip Gilbert was one who had 
laid 


a complaint against them, with 
this result. 

Last Friday they’ returned to town 
and pitched their tent in the outskirts 
of the north ward, and life in ‘that 
section had become intolerable to the 
residents sind they decided’ to’ take 
the law in their own hands, which 
was, under all the circumstances, 
thoroughly justifiable, bat which was 
unfestunately carried out with fatal 
results: 

Just how many were*in the raid is 
not known. It is claimed, the’ women 
were both drunk at the time..Philip 
Gilbert was English by birth and 
was a constable for yeara in South 
Africa. He had lived about 20 years 
in Wiarton. Gilbert’ was’ an honest 
and law-abiding citizen and his sad 
death is*sincerely regretted by every- 
one who knew him. 

Immediately after the shooting the 
mayor swore in about thirty special 


‘ constables, as he thought there might 


be men in.the tent. The arrest was 
then’ made. 

It is said that Agnes Thomas came 
out and warned the men that she 


+ would shoot, and shot into the air, 


and that her arm was hit by a club, 
and one of the shots intended for the 
air accidentally hit poor Gilbert and 
went through his heart. . 

The coroner’s inquest last night re- 
sulted in the following verdict deing 
given: ; 

We, the jury, find that Philip Gil- 
dort came his death from a: bullet 
from a pistol fired while in the hands 
df Agnes Thomas.

Where Hat Straw Comes From. 


In Italy: to raise straw employed in 


making hats the wheat is sown as 
thickly, as possible In order tLat the 
Srowth of the plant may be -{mporer- 
ished “ns well as to-produce a thin 
stalk having toward the end from the 
last knot -the lightest ‘and longest 
ttraw. The wheat blooms at the be- 
ginning of June and is pulled up by 
the’ roots by hand when the grain is 
half dereloped. If allowed to remain 
in the ground a longer time the straw 
‘would become brittle. About five doz- 
en uprooted branches the size of the 
compass of two hands are firmly tied 
together Into little sheaves and stowed 
away in barns. Then the straw ts 
again spread out to catch the heavy 
summer dews and to bleach in the sun. 
After additional bleaching the straw 
is put Into small bundles and classified. 
Finally it {fs cut close above the first

The Rosetta Stons. 

The Rosetta stone was found In 1709 
by a Frenclr engineer officer in an ex: 
cavation made near Rosetta. It has 
an ingcription’ in three different lan- 
guages, the hieroglyphic, the demotic 
and the Greek.

C. In honor of Ptolemy Epiphanes be- 
cause he remitted the dues of the priest- 
ly body.

When the 
glass is rough the friction crumbles 
nway the ‘loosely combined mixture 
before the temperature rises to the 
point of ignition; hence, given the com-" 
position of the match head, the two 
circumstances which answer the ques- 
tion are the comparative smoothness 
of the glass and its imperfect conduc- 
tivily ofsheat.

W. F. Cocksirtt, president of the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Association, 
was given a cordial reception.

He extended an eloquent welcome to 
the American visitors and in return 
they gave to him when he resumed 
his seat a magnificent demonstration. 

“A Builder‘of Canada!” - Thus it 
was that the toastmaster introduced 
Senator George A. Cox, who was 
greeted with cheers and a_ chorus 
proclaiming that “‘he was a jolly good 
fellow.’’ 

Work of Half a Century. 


The Senator spoke of ‘fifty years of 
life inaurance in Canada.” ~ He. re- 
called with pride his hard work with 
the rate book as an insurance solici- 
tor. In that capacity ho believed that 
he had ‘done more ford for the coun- 
try than in any other way, although 
ha had been honored by many posi- 
tions of power arid trust. He had 
always a soft side for the men in 
the field. As a rule they were not 
paid enough. They were the men who 
did the hard work and who brought 
in the money and they should get the 
lion’s share of the profit. 

The Senator advised the agents in 
making their contracts with the com- 
panics to stipulate for commissions 
on’ renewals. They counted far more 
than the initial commission. Person- 
ally he was still getting a commission 
on policies secured 46 years ago. The 
Senator denounced section 9 of the 
New York insurance code. They may 
try, he said, to pass a similar law 
in Canada. ‘Well, gentlemen, I pro- 
mise you to fight such legislation in 
and out of Parliament Any such law 
will ‘certainly have one vote cast 
egainst it.” _

Londtn, “Aug. 26.—Of thé many 
measures promised in the King’s 
speech at the opening of the present 
session of Parliament, which will be 
prorogued next Wednesday, but few 

ave reached the statute ks. 

Like the education bill and the plu- 
ral voting bill, the most prominent 
measures of the last session, and 
which were thrown out by the House 
of Lords, the Irish'council bill, which 
was to have been the most important 
piece of legislation at this session, met 
with early defeat, but in a different 
way. The education and plural voting 
bills gave the Liberals an opening for 
a campaign against the House of 
Lords, which as indicated in the 
speeches of Herbert H- Asquith, for- 
mer Home Secretary; Richard B. Hal- 
dane, Secretary of State for War; 
Chief Secretary for Ireland Birrell, 
Winston Churchill, at various meet- 
ings throughout the country Saturday 
night; is to be carried on vigorously 
during the recess. 

A licensing bill, the object of which 
was to have been to diminish the 
evils of drink—another question on 
which the two Houses promised to 
clash, and on which the King’s speech 
intimated would come up during the 
session—was put off on account of the 
pressure of work; but the Government 
found in the Scotch small Jandhold- 
ings’ bill, which Lord: Rosebery made 
his reappearance to attack, a substi- 
tute which the House of Commons 
passed by a large soajor but which 
was withdrawn by the Governnient 
on account of the antagonistic atti- 
tude of the peeys and the antagonism: 
shown in Scotland and throughout 
the kingdom by the Labor party. This 
action of the House of Lords becomes 
a weapon for attack in the campaign 
for the reform of the Upper Chamber. 

The Irish universities’ bill, which 
also was catalogued in the King’s 
speech, was not introduced. ;

BURNING THE YULE LOG. 


A Survival From the Adoration Once 
Offered to the Sun. 

In some parts of Germany the Yule 
loz Is placed on the hearth on Christ- 
mas eve and !f posaible kept burning 
for two or three days. Then a plece of 
it fs taid aside for the purpose of light- 
ing the next year's log and of guarding 
the household from harm. Pleccs of 
fir wood charred but not quite burned 
out In the Christmas fire are also 
Placed under the family bed In some 
German villages. to avert the dreaded 
lightning stroke, which appcars fn this 
relation to be the type of fire: in its 
evil aspect, In contradistinction’ from 
the solar orb, the representative of 
beneficent Hight and warmth. The cus- 
tom of burning a Yule log for three 
days and nights‘in each homestead is 
almost certainly 2 survival from the 
edoration once offered to the sun at 
the winter solstice. ~™-~- 

Three centuries after the Christian 
era sun worship was still maintained 
In Brittany, and in Normandy not more 
than 100 years ago the houschold fire 
was extinguished on Dec. 24 and the 
Christmas log was Ignited by the aid of 
a flame procured from the Jamp burn- 
ing In the nelghboring church. This 
fact affords a curious Instance of the 
probable nce .9f | ecb ek 
reverence from the ae ar of a 
purely heathen creed to the ecclesias- 
tical lights of Catholicism. When the 
pagan rites for procuring unsullled firo 
vere forbidden or fell into desuctude.

TABLECLOTHS. 


The “Doublers” and the “Bubbles” of 
Olden Times. 

In the twelfth century the table- 
cloths were very large and were al- 
ways lald on the*table double. For a 
long time they were called “doubiers” 
for that reason. The cloth was first 
placed so as to touch the floor pn the 
side of the table at which the guests 
gat. Then all the cloth that remained 












_was folded so that It just covered the: 


table. 

Charles V: had sixty-seven table- 
cloths which were from fifteen to 
twenty yards long and two yards wide. 
He had one cloth which was ‘thirty- 
two yards long, and that had the arms 
of France embroidered on it In silk. 
All of these were fringed. 

In the sixteenth century “doublers,” 
or doublé Cloths, were replaced by two 
tablecloths, one of which was small 
and was laid just as we lay ours to- 
day. . 

The other, which was put on over it, 
was large and of beautifully figured 
Hoenn, It wag skillfully folded In such 
a way that, as a book of that time 
says, “It resembled a winding river, 
gently ruffled by a iittle breeze, for 
among very many litti® folds were 
here and there great bubbles.” 

It must hare required much art and 
care to make dishes, plates, saltcellars, 
sauce dishes and glasses stand steadily 
in-the midst of this undulating sea 
and among those “bubbies” and puffy 
folds, + bow

Out of All Proportion 4 the Fre- 
quengy of the Disease. 

Few acclients are more’ terrifying to 
(he sufferer than to be bitten by a dog 
supposed to be mad, and there are few 
comlitions In which prompt and Intelli- 
teat as.ion on the part of the bystand- 
ers Js more desirable. 

Aitheugh nearly all warm blooded 
nulimals are susceptible to rables, it is 
most comtnonly seen in dogs. There 
are two forms—the “furious” and the 
“dutab.” Ta the furlous type after a 
period of 1aclancholy or depression the 
animal becomes restless and Irritable, 
with a leudoney to run away and suap 
nt everyting jn sight, dually becoming 
subdued end sulleu’ and dying of 
paralysis and exhaustion. In dumb 
rabies tho stage of irritability ts ab- 
sent. The dog prowls about iu a. list- 
leas way, with his head down and lowe: 
Jaw cropped. At the same time there 
Is Qificulty in swallowtng. 

It is often impossible to tell from a 
dog's actlons whether It is rabid or not. 
Sut if lustead of killlus the nuiinal as 
guickly as possible, as Is often unwise

After weeks of tossing about upon a 
treacherous sea, with all bearings lost, 
the 275 souls aboard turn to this little 
Jew and beg his advice as to what 
they should do. They say, “We will 
obey your orders; we will eat when 
‘you tell us to eat and cast off our 
anchor cablea’ when you tell us to 
cast them off.’’ “‘And when he had 
thus spoken he took bread and gave 
resence of them 
all, and when he broken it he 
began to eat. Then were they all of 
good cheer, and they also took some 
meat.”* 

Now, why did these sailors upon 
the Mediterranean corn ship have 
such faith in this evangelist? In the 
first place because they realized that 
there was a supernatural power about 
this strange man of God. They could 
not analyze his power. They could 
not tell theologically from whence it 
came, But they felt its power just 
the same, as we can feel the thrill of 
the electric current as soon as we 
placa our fingers upon fhe handles of 
sn electric battery. And -the man 
of the world“docs not have to matri- 
culate at a theological seminary in 
order to learn the power of one who 
is in touch with God. As soon as 
such a man comes iu contact with a 
spirit filled life he restizes the super- 
natural influence. The more worldly 
the man the more that spiritual in- 
fluence will be made manifest to him. 
I was never more impressed with this 
fact than when I read an incident in 
the life of the great French surgeon 
Dupustren. 

Dr. Dupuytren was the greatest Pa- 
Tisinn surgeon of hia time, but he 
was an ungodly man. He hated the 
church with an intense hatred. Be- 
sides that, he was one of those brusque, 
cruel, unfeeling men who have no 
sympathy with pain. The knife to him 
was the remedy for all ills. As long 
a3 his knife could cure he cared not 
whether the patient” suffered mental 
or physical anguish. Surgery was to 
hi'n a business. The spiritual develo: 
riont of his soul seemed to be entirely 
lacking. But one day there came in- 
to his office an old, gray-haired, gen- 
tle, beautiful faced priest. “‘What do 
you want?” gruffly asked Dupuytren. 
For answer the good priest beran to 
take off a big woolen cravat and show- 
ed the surgeon a hideous tumor upon 
his neck. Dupuytren looked at it a 
moment. He pressed it roughly with 
his finger and then. brutally said: 
“You'll have to die with that. This 
tumor can never be cured.”” “Thank 
you,”’ snid the priest. Then he began 
t> replaca the woolen cravat as he re- 
plied, “I now know that I must pre- 
pare myself for giving up my life’s 
work and also prepare my poor par- 
ishioners who love me much for my 
leaving them.” The great surgeon 
turned his cold gray eyes upon the 
priest a minute, and those eyes bored 
straight. down” into the patient’s 
heart. Then he said, with gentle 
voice: “Come to my hospital to-mor- 
‘row and we will)see what we can do. 
There ia one chance in a thousand t 
saye you.” ; : 

The priest came to the hospital thé 
next day.

EXPLOSION IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


Four Killed—Many Injured tn Panic 
Which Followed. 

San Francisco, Aug. 26.—Four per- 
sons were killed and many injured 
in an explosion at the Dupont Dene- 
moures powder works at Seblante, 16 
miles from Berkeley yeaterday, and 
the plant set’on fire. When the three 
thousand employes in the plant of the 
California Fruit Canners’ Association, 
in this city, heard the explosion they 
thought there was another earth- 
quake, and rushed wildly for the 
street. . Many were trampled upon. 
and injured, none fatally. 

At least thirteen persons were se- 
verely hurt at the canner panic.

ALL AMERICAN. 


Joseph Choate Working For Plan of 
New Allotment. 


The Hague, Aug. 26.—Jouseph H. 
Choate is working on a new plan for 
the allotment of fudeea for the inter- 
national high court of justice under 
which the representatives of the Unit- 
el! States an ‘all the Latin- 
American countries will form one 
group. This plan, it is believed, wilk 
dissipate any feeling arising from the 
previous proposed allotment. 

This union of the whole American 
continent, it is considered, would be 
of great importance, not only in the 
establishment of the court, but as a 
freat political move, rallying around 
the United States, oa it would, all 
the states of Central and South Amer- 
jen. Such a plan sould insure to the 
court the immediate adhesion of 21 
countries. Adding to these countries 
Germany, Austria, France, Great Bri- 
tain, Italy, Japan and Russia, which 
are also favorable to the proposition, 
this would give the court the adhesion 
of two-thirds of the countries of the 
world, without taking into account 
other countries whose support is most 
likely, such as the Netherlands, Spain, 
Turkey and Switzerland.

The first patent In America was 
granted to Joseph Jenks, a founder 
and machinist who had emigrated 
frém Hammersmith, England,- where 
he was born In 1602. Ie was a very 
ingenious man, and was induced by 
Governor Winthrop, the younger, to 
come to Lynn, Mass. about 1612, as 
master mechanic to establish “the iron 
and steel works.” 

He was acknowledged head’ of the 
fron smelting and founding. busin 
and the first bullder of machinery if 
this country and first patentee of in- 
vention in America, haying introdoced 
the idea (frst granted by act of par- 
Nament in 1625) of protection for the 
manufacture of improvements by pe- 
titton to the government of Massachu- 
setts Bay. In 1646 he took patents for 
roli! improvements, and in 1655 he pat- 
ented the present form of the grass 
scythe, for which he should be held 
in grateful remembrance. In 1652 he

Start the ends and join 
With an overlapping arrangement, just 
as you sew crinoline, to avold a seam 
mark, Stockings should be cut round

j blankets and, in fact, woollen ones, too, 
j make up into substantial, comfortable 
} mats for the bathroom, while those

An Emergency Bag.

IMPRESSED BY OSLERISM. 


Professor Jewett Commits Suicide By 
Cutting His Throat. 

Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 23.—Rev. 

Dr. Edward H. Jewett, .for fifteen 
years professor of pastoral theology in 
the General Theological Seminary in 
New York, committed suicide Sunday 
bs cutting his throat. 
Dr. Jewett was seventy-cight years 
‘old, and was living with his son-in- 
law, the Rev. Angus M. Porter, rector 
of.the Episcopal church at Redlands. 
' The act was committed at Manhat- 
tan Beach, cighteen miles {fom this 
city, and was witnessed by a thousand 
persons, many of them children play- 
ing along the beach: 

Dr. Jewett was much impressed by 
the so-called Osler theory and fre- 
quently remarked: “I think that some 
way should be found out of an un- 
bearable existence for old people who 
have outlived their usefulness, I think 
it should be provided that old men 
should be hit over the head with a 
elub and mercifully Killed.” 

He had suffered for several years 
from chronic rhcumatism. —- 

Dr. Jewett was born in Nottingham, 
England; in 1830. He was the author 
of several works on religious thought 
and worship. 


Two Cobalt Accidents. 

Cobalt, Aug. 23.—Alex. Grouelz, of 
middle age, who lived at Latchford, 
was almost instantly killed yesterday 
afternoon by being struck on the head 
with a piece of ore, which weighed 
about a quarter of a pound. Grouclz 
was walking on the road which cross- 
es the railway and leads to the Nipis- 
sing dock, when a blast occurred on 
the Nipissing property and hurled the 
fatal chunk of rock across the Cobalt 
Lake. The rock struck on tho fore- 
head of the unfortunate man’s skull, 
crushing it in and also caused a slight 
abrasion near the nose. He lived only 
a few minutes after the accident. 

Yesterday, while near the Nipissing 
landing on Cobalt Lake, Moses Men- 
erl, foreman of the Bailey-Cobalt, 
was seriously injured by a large 
chunk of rock, loosed from:a blast, on 
the Government right of way. The 
rock struck his foot with such force ; 
that it not only badly smashed it, but 
forced it through the bottom of the 
boat. The boat at once sunk and 
Menard was picked up by the Nipis- 
sing launch.

QUEEN’S DRESSING TABLE. 


Is Simply Appointed—Czarina Said to 
Be Extravagant. 


Queen Alexandra has reached an 
age where it is hardly a compliment 
to speak of her beauty as that of a 
young woman. But her figure and her 
complexion are utterly untouched if 
either years or sorrows. It is stil 
casy to sce how remarkable was once 
her beauty, but the Queen’s dressing 
table, in the paucity of its appliances 
and cosmetics, is said to be a little 
disappointing. Assan is popular- 
y supposed to shun éverything for 
the complexion except cold cream, 
but in the inatter of cold cream she 
is lavish, applying it freely and al- 
lowing it to remain on the skin all 
night. For perfumes she confines her- 
self to eau-de-cologne and violet. 

But on the other side of the seale 
is the Czarina, who is said to spend 
$20,000 a year for perfumes alone. In- 
deed, the imperial lady seems to be 


something of a fanatic in the matter 


of scents. Hundreds of girls are an- 
nually employed picking blossoms, of 
which the essences are to appear pres- 
ently in the scores of little bottles 
that adorn the Czarina’s silver and 
malachite dressing tables. Every bot- 
tle is tested at Government labor- 
atory in St. Petérsburg, and it takes 
a small army of officials and work 
people to keep the Empress supplied 
with her favorite perfumes. 

The Czarina’s soap, like most of 
her scents, is made in Paris after a 
secret formula which is shared by no 
one else. Indeed, the chief charm of 
such extravagant whimsicality aa 
this is*the fact that it is entirely ex- 
elusive. Considering the present con- 
dition of Russian — of which possibly 
the Empress has not yet heard—she 
might, perhaps, do better than thus 
to accentuate her resemblances to 
Marie Antoinette. 





Lawlessness In Ireland. 

Remarks of a very strong character 
on the lawlessness prevailing in Ire- 
Innd were made by Mr. Justices 
Wright in charging the grand jury at 
the recent Roscommon Assizes. 

His lordship said the cattle driving 
movement was absolutely lawless, and 
entirely subversive of the rights of 
property. It had attained a strength 
which was a formidable menace to 
public peace. The police had appar- 
ently been unable to check it, but if 
it was not’grappled with vigorously, 
it would lead that part of the country 
to a state of anarchy. 

Tn one case the cattle on the farm 
of Robert Payne were driven off in 
the presence of a body of police, who 
were unable to prevent it. The raid- 
ers were prosecuted before the magis- 
trates, who, by a majority, refused 
informations, but the Crown, realiz- 
ing the gravity of the case, had them- 
selves sent up bills.

Objects to Recent Covenant Between 
* France Japan. 

Pekin, Aug. 30.—China made a pro- 
test on ‘Aug. 19 to France and Japan, 
against the covenant of their recent 
agreement, providing for interference 
in’ the vast: regions of the sovereign 
Chinese domain. 

The protest has resulted in 
markable suppression by. the author 
ties of public matters.

‘The protest has aroused the. indis- 
nation of the Japanese, who have ig 
nored it, leaving the French here to 
persuade the board to drop it. 

While China’s resentment at ~ the 
patronage of the Japanese, which 
country is assuming the position of 
her protector, is ineeasing® the Goyv- 
ernment is yet too weak and alarmed 
to combine the assistance of the Em- 
press with official action, preferring 
the dangerous policy of secrecy. 

The attitude of foreigners here has 
reached a stage of pronounced antag- 
onism to the Japanese, especially 
among those belonging to the nations 
which are’the allies of Japan, 

This antagonism has been largely 
provoked by. Japan’s constant suc- 
cess, both-in Korea and Manchuria. 

A new movement, headed by Chang 
Chin Tung, has been started among 
the Chinese to promote native enter- 
prises in Fukien, for the purpose of 
offsetting the efforts of the Japanese 
to obtain a foothold in that province.

Sixty Lives Lost in Collapse of 


New St. Lawrence Bridge. 


Without Any Warning Part of Structure .Gives Way— 


$4,000,000 Worth of Steel in the River -Few. Sur- 
vivors Tell Thrilling Story of Their Escape— 
ft Was an Engineering Marvel. 
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Quebec; Aug. 30—From 60 to 80 
lives were lost last night by the col- 
lapse of the“half-finished cantilever 
bridge over tho St. Lawrence, nine 
miles above the city, and four mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of steel superstruc- 
ture, made by the Phoenix Bridge Co. 
lies- at the bottom of the river a 
twisted mass of scrap iron. 

The disaster occurred at 5.30 p. m., 
joe before the men were to quit work. 

here was no premonition of coming 
disaster, and no cause can so far be 
assigned for the disaster. 

One story is that the collapse fol- 
lowed the approach on the bridge of 
a locomotive and three cars loaded 
with iron? : 

There was a 23-mile-an-hour wind 
at the time, but this is considered 
trifling, and the bridge has already 
stood very much more. 

Suddenly Swayed. 

Ninety men were working on the 
structure at the time. Some were 
engaged in riveting operations, while 
others were taking down a big travel- 
ing crane. 

The bridge simply swayed and shot 
out from the direction of the shore 
into the middle of the St. Lawrence. 

There were a few marvelous escapes, 
but the great majority of those on the 
structure went down with it and are 
still in the water. 

Ten bodies have been recovered. 

Ten others who were on the bridge 
were saved, some badly injured. One 
or two were miraculously saved. 

Of the dead bodies recovered, the 
majority are supposed to be those of 
Indians from. Caughnawaga, near 
Montreal, several of whom were em- 
ployed on the work. 

Among the dead are Mr. Burke, 
resident engineer of the work for the 
Phoenix Bridge Co.; Carl Swanson, 
from Philadelphia. 

Messrs. Fast and Meredith, suppos- 
ed to be from Ohio and the following 
residents in the vicinity of the bridge: 
Victor Hardy, Michael Hardy, James 
Hardy and Calixte Hardy, Joseph 
Boucher, two brothers named ‘Vilson, 
two named Hazeman, Henry “rench, 
two brothers named Proulax, and 
four men named Birone, Binet, Beau- 
dry and Norton. 

Terrible Scenes. 

The survivors who went down into 
the river and were’ saved state that 
when they came to the surface of the 
water the spectacle which met their 
faze waa frightful. . Several bodies 
came with them to the surface, some 
covered with blood, others with blood 
ooziyg from the mouth and ears, while 
other} were unrecognizable. 

Darkness prevented thé work of re- 
covering the bodies being successfully 
prasecuted last night, but it is known 


_ that many will be found to be crushed 


to pulp between the heavy steel pieces 
of the bridge with which they went 
to their doom. 

Was an Engineering Marvel. 

It is claimed here that-the loss must 
fall upon the Phoenix Co., which un- 
dertook to complete and deliver in 
perfect condition the superstructure 
of the bridge. The abutments and 
piers are perfectly intact. 

In one respect the structure was 
an experiment, being the longest 
cantilever in the world, namely, onc 
unsupported pyaar of 1,800 feet. There 
was still nearly 150 feet to be built 
to the side of the main span which 
collapsed, and the whole of the 750 
feet outside of the pier was over- 
hanging the river without any ap- 
parent support, although it was sup- 
ported overhead. - Tit overhanging 

ass of metal has been considered 
all summer to be one of the engi- 
neering feats of the day, and was vis- 
ited by nearly oll American and oth- 
er visitors to Quebec. The total cost 
of the bridge was to be close up to 
$10,000,000, and already some $5,000,- 
000 had been spent on it. 

It is the connecting link between 
the eastern and western branches of 
the new transcontinental railway in 
course of erection by the Canadian 
Government.

15,000 HOUSES BURNED. 





Tremendous Conflagration Almost 
Wipes Out Japanese City. 
Yokohama, Aug. 30.—Advices _ re- 


ceived from the American consulate 


at Hakodate, places the loss caused 
by the conflagration’ there at $15,- 
000,000. 


About 15,000 houses, varying in 
value, were burned. and 60,000 per- 
sons rendered homeless. Former esti- 
mates are regarded as having been 
too low. 

Hakodate is a city of 80,000 inhabi- 
tents, located on the northern side 
of the Tsugain Straits, which lies b> 
tween the two largest islands of Japan, 
and through which the Russian Vladi- 
vostok fleet stenmed on two or three 
cecasions during the war. 





Adoot British Proposal. 

The Hague, Aug. 30.—After three 
hours’ debate yesterday the British 
Proposition regarding. oblizatory arti- 
tration was approved by the examin- 
ing committee, which had the sub- 
ject in charge.

Bourgeois, 
president of the committee on arbitra- 
tion, of intentionally delaying the 
publication of the Austrian arbitra- 
tion proposals.

London, Aug. 30.—Count Witte, 
once the most powerful ‘man in Rus- 
sia, next to the Emperor, has accept- 
cd the directorship of the Bank of 
Russia for exterior commerce, accord- 
inz to advices received from St. Pet- 
ersburg. This act, it is stated. marks 
the final severance of the ex-Premier 
from the official life of his country.

ton electric car at a’ sharp 
one mile west of Charleston, Ils. A 
confusion of orders received’ over the 
telephone is said to have been the 
cause ‘of the accident. 2 

The cars approached each other at 
thigh ‘speed, and the impact was 40 
terrific that the motor car and the 
trailer were telescoped by the traction 
eat. Few passengers had time to es-- 






cape by jumping. Most of: the pas- 
rs Were going to the fair’ at 
Charleston. 


*Matoon sent special cars to the 
wreck, and the dead and injured were 
brought to ‘the morgue and’ the hospi- 
tal.” Several of ‘the injured may die. 

Doctors and citizens huyried -from 
Charleston to the” disaster, d 
dead and injured from the broken 
mass of timbers and seats, and gave 
first aid to the injured. 

The dead were laid alongside the 
track. The Victims could not be tak- 
e? to Charleston because the track 
was blocked in that direction and the 
ralief car from Matoon was derailed. 

The line on which'the disaster hap- 
pened is twelve miles long, running 
between Matoon and Charleston, Ills., 
and has but a single track. Tele- 
phones are placed every two milos for 
orders to be transmitted to the cars 
passing over the road. 

There were no Canadians among the 
dead or injured.

borate precautions are necessary to 
preserve it from disaster. 

The cathedral has been sinking for 
two centuries, and the expert recom- 
mends that the condition of the sub- 
soil and state of water level be per- 
iodically recorded, as there lic the 
chief possibilitics of future danger. 

It is added that attention should 
bs given to all building operations in 
the neighborhood, or mischief of # 
serious. nature may arise: 

The committee recommends that a 
large amount of structural work re- 
quired in repairing the fabric be pro- 
ceeded with at once.

Ottawa, Aug. 31.—It is evident from 
the attitude assumed- by the Govern- 
ment that the responsibility for the 
Quebec bridge disaster be laid 
at the door of the contractora. 

82N. Parent, chairman of the Trans- 
continental © Railway Commission, 
states that the Phoenix Co. of Penn- 
sylvania had been rushing tho. steel- 
work too fast and that that company 
is responsible for all losses, and so 
will have to’meet also the claims for 
damages by the relatives of those 
who have lost their lives. 

He estimates the loss upon the 
structure at about one million dollars, 
and it is probable that the damages 
for loss of life will amount to half a 
million. ‘ 

Mr. Parent is chairman of the Que- 
bec Bridge Co. ~ He left for Quebec 
yoreniay afternoon along with M. J. 
Butler, Deputy Minister of Railways. 

The Dominion Government has or- 
dered an investigation. Henry Hol- 
gate, C. E., of Montreal, will conduct 
the enquiry, and the other members 
of the board will be Prof. J.G. Perry 
of McGill’ and Prof: Galbraith, prin- 
cipal of the School of Practical 
Science of Toronto. 

This action by the Government has 
been taken on account of the public 
importance of the disaster,-and not of 
any Departmental responsibility. The 
engineers of the De ent of Rail- 
ways and Canals, which alone is.con- 
cerned, simply ‘certify to the amount 
of work put into the structure from 
time to time, thus enabling the con- 
tractors to receive instalments. 

Contractors’ Liability. 

M. P. Davis, who was contractor for 
the piers and abutments, had some 
time ago handed over his work to 
the Quebec Bridge Co., and the same 
has been accepted by them; but if it 
should be that the trouble was due to 
any fault on the part of the bridge- 
work, he is of course still fully liable 
ponsible for any losses and 
dam that have occurred. 

In addition to the money loss, the 
collapse kepresents from one tg two 














bridge, for as the rebuilding of the 
structure there is not, Mr. Parent 


The whole bridge has cost, as far as 
it has gone, something over $4,000,000, 


The only explanation that Mr. Par- 
ent/can give of the collapse is that in 
the aioe of the work tho riveting 
may not have followed up the exten- 
sion of the stecl as“‘fast as it should, 
and that the drop was due to the 
weight of the load of stecl which was 
being taken out on it.

Cause of the Wreck. 

Quebec, Aug: 31.—The idea became 
prevalent here that the: cause of the 
wreck was the giving way of the an- 
chor pier on the Levis shore, which, 
imbedded in tons of solid masonry, 
sustains the weight of the structure 
suspended over the river: There would 
be another anchor pier at the other 
end ofthe © river ees. the whole 
bridge was completed, and these tw: 
would, with the overhead arch, hold 
the bridge up, so that no piers would 
be necessary from one shore to the 
other.

M. P. Davis of Oftawa, contractor 
for this anchor pier, says this theory 
is not correct, as the pier is still in 
good condition.

Owing to’ the scene of tne disaste: 
being seven miles distant from 
city, there was delay in getting rel 
gangs and medical men to thé spot. 
All night long, however, by the light 
of bonfires along the shore, men la- 
bored to remove.the injured. Weird 
cries for help could be heard from 
various sections of the debris, cries 
which unfortunately received no re- 
sponse, and they finally grew weaker 
and weaker until the victim met the 
same fate as his unfortunste com- 
rades. - But few bodies have been re- 
covered. It is feared’ that many will 
be carried away by the current. The 
millions of pounds ‘of twisted iron 
work also pin many corpses to the 
river bed. 

The Scene at Dawn. 

At daybreak yesterday morning the 
gruesome spectacle was revealed. Part 
of the iron work was visible above 
the water line-but the great mass of 
it had disappearcd below. Soundings 
that were taken at 9 o'clock showed 
that the portion extending beyond the 
acer water pier rested in a depth of 
39 feet of water. The channel in con- 
sequence is not in any way interfered 
with, and steamers are passing up 
and down the channel as usual. 

The Phoenix Bridge Co., who were 
in charge-of the superstructure, have 
stationed men at every point to pre- 
vent intrusion, and cven newspaper 
correspondents and relatives of the 
dend-are kept only by an impreg- 
nable line. 

Immediately upon receipt of news 
Thursday night the Marine and. Fish- 
éries Department despatched tho tug 
Hackett, with Capt. Noenig, bringing 
supplies of lanterns and parapherna- 
lia to drag the river. The -vessel 
cruised around the scene of the dis- 
aster for n considerable time giving 
all the assistance it could in the work 
of rescuing those that still survived. 

Bonsts and tugs carried a heavy 
quota of human freight to the scene 
of the disaster yesterday.’ Charitable 
merchants despatched cots and cloth- 
ing, but unfortunately they were not 
in demand, for ‘but few survived, ten 
in all escaped. “Undertakers wended 
their way with their grucsome load 
of coffins and ‘these have been pla 
in uncanny rows along the shore 
waiting for thé victims to be removed 
from the debris to be placed therein. 
The coroner had all the bodies recov- 
red removed to Quebec Jast night 
and placed in the morgue to await the 
inquest, which will be opened on Mon- 
day next.
